NEW ORLEANS. 
THE HIGHEST NUMBER rr. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribuné, 

New Onveans, Sept. 11.—The deaths in- 
creased to-day to the highest point reached dur- 
ing the epidemic. Ninety dcaths occurred be- 
fore 12 v’clock and 24 since; besides several hun- 
dred new cases were reported. The increased 
mortality is doubtless owing mainly to a sudden 
fall in the temperature, which varied from 89 at 
2 o'clock Tuesday to 69 Wednesday morning. 
twenty degrees inside of fourtcen hours. A 
strong, cold north wind is still blowing almost 
a gale. 

One feature of the present epidemic is that no 
peculiarities of the former epidemics are ap- 
plicable to this. It is unprecedented in all its 
features. Many have died of the prevailing dis- 
ease who had and recovered from the yellow 
fever in 1867. In districts 

MOST CAREFULLY DISINFECTED 


A the Board of Health in the early stages or 


the sickness the fever made the great- 


est ravages, since in neighborhoods 
where large numbers were sick two 
weeks ago and all died or convalesced, 
new cases are now breaking out. The bulk of 
the cases occurring, bowever, are in the rear of 
the town, or in the lower, the old French, ouar- 
ter of the city. Stili the figures tormerly sent 
vou hold good after the most careful scrutiny. 
The disease is of a mild type, and with prompt 
medical care and nursing, aud proyiding there 
is no organic disease, the victims speedily recov- 
er. Thedanger of the first forty-eight hours is 
CONGESTION OF THE BRAIN: 

the second forty-eight, retention of the urine: 
after that the patient is safe, except through iu- 
discretion a relapse is produced, which is almost 
invariably fatal. Not less than 30,000 cases of 
fever have occurred so far in this city, and 7 or 8 
per cent only resulted fatally. 

There seems to be no appreciable abatement 
of the disease in the interior towns, while daily 
the plague makes it appearance, in new and 
hitherto exempt localities. 

MANY NEW CASES. 
In the Western Associated Press. 

New ORLEANS, Sept. 11.-—The weather is 
cloudy, cool, and windy. New cases, 253; 
deaths, ninety. 

The deaths include thirty-seven minors, twen- 
ty-two being under 7 years. Among the deaths 
are Matilda Isidore, aged 13, second daughter 
of the late E. W. Barnes, and a 5-year-oid son 
of F. R. Southmayd, of the Howards. 

Government rations are being issued to per- 
sonal appiicanuts on requisitions issued bv the 
various benevolent and charitabie associations. 

The Young Men's Cristian Association re- 
port ninety-four new cases of fever to-day on 
their lists. Among the deaths is George Mo- 
Closkey, aged 22. 

NO ADMITTANCE. 

New Orveans. Sept. 11.—there is much 
complaint among the seamen that the United 
States law prevents their being admitted into 
the Marine Hospital unless they have been in 
active service for sixty davs. At this time, 
when nearly @ commerce has been suspended 
on account of the epidemic, there are large 
numbers of seamen who bave been out of 
emplovment for ninety days or more. 
The authorities have been appeaicd to for re- 
lief, the Seamen’s Benevolent Association being 
unable to take care of all these cases. 

The Howard Association is considering the 
propriety of renting a ward for forty beds in the 
Hotel Dieu for destitute fever victims. This 
they think will not only insure the patients 
better care and more comfort. but will be more 
economical than giving a nurse $3 a day aud 
providing other necessities. 

Dr. J. Theos Taylor, who reached here from 
New York Sunday, is actively at work for the 
Howards.

GALLIPOLIs, O. 
A STRANGE EPISODE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
CrvcrxnatTI, Sept. 11.—Twe deaths from yel- 
low fever are reported to-day at Gallipolis, a 
point on the Ohio River about 200 miles above 
Cincinnati. They are attributed to the tow- 
boat John Porter, which passed up the river 
three weeks ago, with several cases of ‘fever on 
board. and was finally abandoned near Gal- 
lipolis, where it bas since remained, anchored in

the river. Much indignation has been felt 
along the river that the authorities of Gal- 
lipolis should allow such a breeder of 
— . remain afloat, and several sur- 
round ps have been rigorously quaran- 
tined. To-night it was decided to scuttle and 
sink the Porter, and tne work will be com pleted 
before morning, the owner giving his consent. 
The citizens of Gallipolis are greatly alarmed, 
and large numbers of them are leaving the 
place. The voyage of the Porter up the river in 
August, with nearly all on board dying with 
fever, was one of the strangest episodes of the 
epidemic. 

PEVER SPREADING FROM THE PLAGUE-SHIP 

JOHN PORTER. 

GALLIPouis, O., Sept. 11.—In the vicinity of 
where the plagne-ship John Porter was moored, 
aud in a radius of seven miles, the northern 
boundary of which is within two miles of the 
city, there is reported to be from fifteen to 
twenty cases of yellow fever and seven deaths 
since Sunday morning. Every precaution is 
being taken to prevent its obtaining a hold in 
the town, by closely guarding all points of 
entrance, and the free use of disirfectants, but 
much excitement prevails, and citizens are 
sending their families away in all directions. 

Capt. John Porter arrived:this morning, and, 
in consultation with the Board of Health, 
agreed to do anything to prevent the further 
spead of the plague trom his boat, and it was 
decided to scuttle and sink ber fourteen barges, 
which are partiaily filled with bilge water 
brought from Vicksburg, and thoroughly disin- 
fect the eteamer. 

The thermometer has fallen much lower in 
the past twenty-four hours, and a aang wind 
from the north prevails.

ALLEGED CASES IN CHICAGO. 

William Werner, the alleged vellow-fever pa- 
tient, has convalesced so far that he has left his 
late boarding-place. Dr. De Wolf said that be did 
not have either remittent or intermittent fever, 
but a steady fever, his pulse being about 103. 
In vellow fever there is but one chill and one 
fever, which this case did not resemble. The 
Health Commissioner has received numerous 
notices of vellow fever, and has attended to 
every one, but all turned out to be something 
else. He was informed this week that there 
were two yellow-fever cases at 463 South Paulina 
street. Upon investigation be found that two 
ehildren were sick with typhoid fever. They 
had never been outside of the city in their 
lives. Yesterday he was informed by a reputa- 
ble physician that another doctor was treating a 
case of yellow fever. The physician was visited, 
and he and Dr. De Wolf went to his patieut, 
the wife of a well-known commission merchant. 
She had always lived in Chicago or Fond du 
Lac, and it was evident tuat she oply nad typhoid 
fever, and was being treated for that disease. 

The Health Officers seized tour trunks from 
infected points in the South yesterday, and 
treated their contents toa thorough fumigation.

ELECTRICAL TREATMENT. 
To the Editor of The 1Tiowune, 

Cnc oo, Sent 11. Please allow a few re- 
marks that relate to the treatment of yellow 
fever. « 

In Subday’s Triscne, E. H. Hale, M. D., 
gives a report of homeopathic treatment in 
Savannah in 1876. The mortality was very small 
compared with the deaths this year in the South. 
Aside from the peculiar remedies they use, the 
adjuvant and hygienic treatment te reported to 
be coid water and ice externally and internally, 
no hot applications deing used except to the 
feet in case of congestion of the brain, and no 
alcoholic stimulants or quinine except during 
the stage ol low temperature. Again, in yes- 
terday’s Tripuns, E. ti. Cook, M. D., gives the 
favorable report of Prof. Holcomb of New Or- 
leans. He has thus far treated homeopathically 
123 cases of yellow fever with only seveu 
deaths. Now, we ought pot te blink at facts 
because they are not to our taste. What 
these peculiar remedies are, I for 
one don’t know. But if they are so highly ef- 
ficacious in this terrible disease, they ought to 
be known to the public. I never could under- 
stand how these infinitesimal doses could be so 
valuable as therapeutic agents except uvon the 
principle that tne less of the drug or drugs the 
better for the patient, and that the true expla- 
nation of these results is that they are mainly 
due to a better attention the principles of 
good nursing and hygienic treatment. 

Certainly, the heroic treatment might as well 
de abandored at once, so far as anv favorable 
results are concerned. The fatal termination 
of Dr. Chippard’s case, which was treated upon 
the cold-water plan without any ultimate bene- 
fit, did not induce him to repeat the experiment. 
As ageueral treatment the ice and cold-water 
methods are not justified by experience nor 
reason. It seems to be not only a useless but a 
barmiul and cruel treatment. As a local treat- 
ment there is reason to believe it is useful un- 
it is absurd to at- 
tempt to destroy the supposed germs of the 
disease within the body by cold water and ice 
treatment, because to produce a sufficient 
temperature of the body for this purpose 
would kill the patient. The method of 
artiticially producing a cold atmospbere in 
an apartment, as suggested by S. K. Gross, is 
surely a rational proceauré; for it is knuwn 
that the cause or causes, whatever they are, of 
yellow fever cease to exist or affect the human 
constitution after the temperature of the at- 
mosphere has reached the freezing point. In 
Sunday’s Tumor Jane G. Swisshbelm gives a 
water-treatment that I think is a very good one. 
It is the tepid and warm water treatment. ‘Lhe 
temperature of the water shonid not be less 
than ten or fitteen degrees below that of the 
body, nor above blood or summer heat. Most 
persons, as well as plhysiciats; Know that the 
judicious water-treatment, in connection with 
other means, is the best method ef treating any 
fever. This water-treatment and the cold-air 
method do not conflict with each other, but can 
be used together, and there is reason to believe 
with good results. 

lu conjunction with these plans of treatment 
that are based upon rational principles, I sug- 
gest both local and generai electrical treatment. 
As the bowels and kidneys.in this disease 
fail to act vroperly,—their functions are 
seriously impaired,—I would advise the 
use of local electrical treatment to these parts 
in order to promote a better action of these 
organs. It is well knowa that, if the urea—the 
principal material of excretion of the kidneys—is 
retained in the system for want of action on the 
part of the kidneys, its poisonous effects are 
soon manifested. Very likely the sudden death 
of many cases in this epidemic is duc to the 


' pon-excretion of this material. 


It is higuly probable that in vellow fever the 
albuminous constituents of the blood are prone 
to solidify, not remain in solution, and in this 
condition cause congestion aed obstruction of 
some of the important organs of the body. For 
very good reasons it is supposed that electricity 
tends to cause these albummous elements to re- 
main in solution, and thus keep the blood in its 
proper fluid state. Upon this hypothesis, I 
would advise the use of general electrical treat- 
ment. Certainiv, some constitutions and cou- 
ditions of the system will not get well under avy 
plan of treatment,—for such to get the disease 
means a fatal issue. 80 it is difficult to say 
how much is due to the plan of treatment, and 
how much to the constitutional stamina of the 
patients when they improve and recover. 

The present situation apd the results of the 
old system of treatment seem to me to justify 
atrial ot empirical methods that appear to be 
based upou reason oy rational principles.

ST. LOUIS. 

THE CONDUCT OF THE MOUND-CITY AUTHORI- 
TIES WHO MANAGE THE SO-CALLED QUARAN- 
TINE—TUEIR TREATMENT OF A LADY. 

Louisvilie Courier-Journal, Sepi. 11. 

St. Louis will not subscribe to the doctrine of 
Dr. Bell, the great Louisville physician. The 
Mayor and the people, the police and the doc- 
tors, including the Wise Health Officer, 
all belicve that yellow fever is both 
infectious and contagious. In fact, they are ver- 
suaded that it isa dangerous thing to fool with in 
any place or latitude. Theories as to temper- 
ature and local conditions are ignored, aud the 
prime factors of the poison are left out of their 
philosophy. An incident of the late voyage of 
the steamer City of Vicksburg will serve as a 
fair Ulustration of the St. Louisans’ great lack 
of knowledge concerning yellow fever. It also 
illustrates a degree of idiocy in the methods of 
regulating their quarautlue, and leaves no 
doubt that thev are capable of a little inhumap- 
ity in the discipline by which such regulations 
are enforced. 

On Monday last a weck ago, the steamer City 
of Vicksburg landed at Greenville, Miss., and a 
large number of citizens went aboard to flee 
from the seou 
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Early Friday morning the boat landed at the 
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Byrne died. His body was buried on the benk 


vear by. in order that no one on board might 
take the disease bw contagion, Mrs. Byrne was 


locked up alone in the room where ber husband ) 
died, und there compelled to remain until the 
next day. 

While the boat was at Memphis Mrs. Byrne 
te to Mr. J. A. McAfee, her sister's 
husband, of this city, informing bim of their 
trip and asking him to meet them at St. Louis. 
Mr. McAfee arrived in St. Louis Saturday morn- 
ing, and learned that the boat was io quarantine. 
He went to Dr. L. P. Pimm, who gave him a 
letter of introduction to Dr. Charles Francis, 
the Health-Officer of the city. Mr. McAfee 
savs Dr. Francis promptly and abruptly 
refused his request. It was simply that he 
might go down to the boat and bring Mrs. 
Byrne away by private, conveyance, with the 
promise that he would take her away by the 
next train for Louisville. Mr. McAfee then 
asked the privilege of sending a note by a mes- 
senger. The request was likewise refused, and 
Mr. McAfee could not then determine whether 
the man was in his right mind or not. 
He mferred that the Health Officer feared 
that the disease might be introduced to 
St. Louis by letter. The last resort was the 
telegraph. He sent a message informing Mrs. 
Brvne that he was in St. Louis. ‘The telegram 
was addressed to Maj. Byrne. Mr. M. did not 
know that be was dead. ere Was no reply. 
He telegraphed twice to know what had become 
of the dispatch. ‘There was no response. Then 
he telegraphed the Captain of the boat. He 
received the reply that Maj. Byrne was 
dead. Then Mr. McAfee went again to 
the Health Officer, and asked him when the 
passengers would be brought to the city. Dr. 
Francis replied that he was going down to the 
boat, and they would be brought up that even- 
ing. Afterwards Mr. McAfee was informed 
that Mrs. Byrne would arrive at 6 o’clock on the 
Iron Mountain train. He went to the depot in 
time. but found she was not on board. By a 
mere accident he learned, while standing 
in the depot, that all the passengers of the 
Vicksburg would be brought up on a ferry- 
boat. He hurried to the wharf, and in afew 
minutes saw the boat coming up theriver. The 
boat was small, and men, women, and children 
were packed like cattle on the lower deck. 
When the boat landed he attempted to go to 
Mrs. Byrne, but was intercepted by a strong 
guard of police. A number of hacks were in 
waiting on the levee, and he was informed that 
they were there, by order of the Mayor, 
to take every person on board to the 
Union depot, there to be kept under 
guard tili the departure of the various trains. 
The Louisville train had then already left the 
Union depot, and Mrs. Byrne would be com- 
pelled to stay till next morning. Mr. McAfee 
explained that be bad a carriage ready and that 
be could take the sady to the bridge depot, and 
there catch the train. But his explanation was 
in vain. The officers said their orders were im- 
perative, and they could not swerve from their 
duty. The officer m charge was very much ex- 
cited, almost panic-stricken, and all were very 
much agitated. 

Amid the excitement and confusion attending 
the transfer of the passencers, Mr. McAfee 
watched his opportunity, and, taking Mrs. 
Byrne by the arm, rushed her into the carriage. 
The driver put whip to his horses and arrived at 
the depot just in time to meet the train. The 

arties arrived in Lonisvilie Sunday morning. 
Mrs Byrne was prostrated from grief and ex- 
citement, and bas been in a very serious condi 
tion, but is now getting well, with po symptoms 
of fever. She is at the residence of Mr. McAfee, 
on Jefferson street. 

From the same penet—ediiorial. 

Self-preservation may be the first law of hu- 
man uature, but not inifequently it presents 
human nature in a very cowardly and contem pt- 
ible guise. That allair at St. Louis the other 
day over the arrival * yellow-fever refugees 
is of such character. such was the conduct 
of ali the cities free from the plague, the 
people of the South would have a miserable 
prespect before them. Their doctors and sani- 
tary authorities tell them to go North if tney 
can possibly get away; and, when they go, some 
of the cities shut their gates against them, and 
meet them with the cold inquiry of what 
they came for. Such .conduct is of 
a piece with placing a cordon of po- 
licemen around a burning tenement-house 
to throw back into the flames those who escape, 
for fear they may carry sparks in the garments 
that may start fires elsewhere. St. Louis is in 
no special danger, and the conduct of her 
health-ofliciale was meat cowardly, and cruel. 
It only aggravates the cowardice to tell how 
some individual official taryst his hand into his 
pocket and distribu a pittance of a few 
dollars among the miserable and bewildered 
visitors he and his brot her-othetals were kicking 
along to parts unknown, .Doubtiess some of 
them needed money, but all of them needed 
decent treatment, and would have been grate- 
ful for a little kindness that would have made 
them fee] taat thev were not outcasts of accursed 
presence. Even it St. Lemis was not enjoying 
entire immunity from the plague, and the 
presence of persons from more gricvously-af- 
meted districts brought real danger to her door, 
her conduct in driving off these unhappy people 
would have been inexcusmbier A big, stout man, 
escaping trom a burning steamboat, who would 
push a struggling woman from a floating 
plank and thereby save ‘himself while she 
drowned, would be actounted a brute. If 
St. Louis wants to make her programme of seif- 
preservation at ail hazards complete, she should 
send ont qnarantine officers armed with shot- 
guns, and instructions that, if they find any per- 
son approaching from a yellow-fever stricken 
section, they shall shoot higyon the spot. That 
will be more expeditions, more economical and 
effective, and quite as humane as the course she 
is pursuing.

A BLAST AT CHICAGO, Sr. LOUIS, AND CINCIN- 
NATI. 
Lowtsvitle Courier-Journal, Sept. 11. 

Cincinuati, St. Louis, and Chicago are doing 
what they can to induce Louisville to act as 
meanly as they have acted. 

The telegram from the Health Officer of Chi- 
cago to the Mayor of Louisville is one amone 
many striking examples. Mr. Jacob is asked 
whether proper supervision is made over the 
baggage ot Southern refugees as they pass 
through Louisville, and, auswering that there 
is not, the Chicago papers denounce our ques- 
tionable apathy.” In other words, because we 
do not see fit to establish rigid quarantine ar- 
rangements; because we do not picket ail the 
roads which lead into Louisville; because we do 
not precipitate a body of insolent, cruel, and 
cowardly officials upon the poor, sick, weak. and 
beipless, who come to us for relief and sympa- 
thy. —we stand chargeable on the books of our 
neighbor cities with a lack both of energy aud 
discretion. 

That this charge should be made by Chi ago 
is particularly significant and surprising. Of all 
the cities of the West, Chicago should be least 
afraid. it stands upon the shores of an open 
inland sea. It has nothing to fear except its 
own nastiness. Yet, to all appearances, the 
panic there is only surpassed by that of St. 
Louis and Cincinnati, whose shop-kKeeping in- 
terests have had the ineffable meanness to re- 
quire Southern refugees to leave their clothes 
behind them, in order that a few retail dealers, 
baberdashers, muliners, and dry-coods men 
may derive a profit out of the scourge. 

Louisville has, indeed, refused to follow the 
example set ber. She rejects the advice giveu 
her. Sue declines to constitute herself an out- 
post for Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Chicago. 
Her doors are oven to all. Her people are not 
afraid. The stricken peopie of the South are 
welcome to come here; to come at their own 
will and time; to come without restriction or 
restraint, and to bring ail they have with them 
subject to no prying inquisiterial. If they have 
something, it shall be secured to them: if they 
have nothing, they shall be provided for. In 
anv eveut they shall find ready sympathy, warm 
hearts, efficient and well-pointed succor.

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FRIGHTFUL FATALITY. 
ANOTHER TERRIBLE MINE EXPLOSION. 

Lonvon, Sept. 11.—A frigntful colliery ex- 
plosion occurred to-day at Abercarne, near New- 
port, Monmouthshire. There were 371 men in 
the pit, of whom eighty have been rescued. The 
vit is on fire. 

Ten more miners, badly burned, have been 
rescued. The bedy of one bog was recovered. 
The fate of the remainder may be judged from 
the fact that the explorers found fourteen horses 
dead only a few yards from the foot of the 
shaft. The air ip the mine is very impure. 

FEARFUL Loss OF LIFE. 

LonDow, Sept. '11—The loss of life by the 
colliery disaster’ is unprecedented in South 
Wales. The number of dead is estimated at 
250. Two of thé rescued died from their burns. 
Others are in a precarious condition. There is 
not the slightest hope of rescuing any more 
alive, as the workings are very intricate, and 
extend over three miles. 80 far onlr 
about seven corpses have been recovered. 
The explosion occured soon alter noon. 
Those on the bank knew it dy the 
rumbling noise and the ascent of a dense vol- 
ume of smoke. Aji the people in the district 
rushed to the pit-mouth in consternation. 

THE SCENES OF DISTRESS 

are indescribabie. According tothe latest ad- 
vices the pit is still burning, and the managers 
are discussing the propriety of flooding it, as it 
seems certain all the men are either burned to 
death or suffocated. The flooding will probably 
be briefly delayed until the last bope is aban- 
doned.

THE EAST. 
MEHEMET Ats DEATH. 

Lowpon, Sept. 11.—Later advices from Con- 
stantinople give further details of the circum- 
stances attending the death of Mehemet Ali 
Pasha. It seems that at Gusmje, Plava, and 
Kolasin, even before the arrival of Mehemet 
Ali, complete anarchy had gained the upper 
hand, and upon his arrival in Jokovo he found 
the greatest excitement prevailing among the 
inbabitants. He was violently upbraided with 
having come to Albania to hand over the 
land to the Serviavs. The agitation went 
on increasing, finding vent especially in 
the vehement abuse of Abduilah Pasha, 
Mehemet Ali’s Adjutant. The house 
lected by Mebemet Ali for his lodging 
was fired by the Albanians of Jokovo and [pek. 
Then the fight began between the incendiaries 
and Mehemet Ali’s escort, in which twenty men 
of the latter feil. ‘Towards evening, throuch 
the intervention of some Ulemas, the conflict 
was appeased, the fnsurgents proming to ob- 
serve a peaceful attigude. About 6 o’clock in 
the evewing, however, in Jekovo, where Mehe- 
met Ali still remained, the struggle broke out 
afresh, resulting im the death of Abdullah 
Pasha, with several officers of the escort, and 
the house in which they took refuge was fired. 
Mehemet Ali succeeded in escaping from the 
burning building and in concealing himself in a 
shed close by, but his hiding-place was soon dis- 
covered, and he was mercilessiy put to death. 

THE ALBANIAN LEAGUE 
is said to number 45,000 well- armed and equip- 
ped men, determined to resist the occupation of 
their territory by any Christian Power.

THE EGYPTIAN DEBT. 
HOW IT WAS CREATSI—THE KHEDIVE SWINDLED 
AT BVERY TURN. 
London Times. Aug. 3. 

The Prince who has yielded was once a des- 
potic ruler owning no superior but the Sultan. 
At the beginning of his reign he held the lives 
of the people in his hands. All Egypt was his 
own, and he could seize what he would. He 
was master in his house in the fuilest sense of 
the words. The bistorv of his reign is the his- 
tory of the gradual surrender of his arbitrary 
power. b , 

Few men have suffered more at the hands of 
Europe. Constls-Géneral in the dars before 
the International Courts have made him pay 
cuormous sums to foreign claimants on claims 
often without a shadow of foundation. Ed- 
mond About did not exaggerate when 
be quoted the instance of the Frenchman 
who got half a million of francs for a 
cafe built too nea? the sea, and consequently 
washed away inasform. I believe the Viceroy 
himself tells the tory of his dismissing his 
French under-cook. fur insubordination, and 
being forced by the French Consul to reinstall 
the unpertinent fellow; and everybody knows 
bow ab Euglish Ambassador had a sinecure cre- 
ated Jor one of bis employes, who still enjoys a 
handsome pension therefrum. Nubar Pasha 
once put the sum, improperly paid at the in- 
stance of Consuls at two millions sterling, and 
the statement passed unchallenged. But the 
bankers have beaten the Consuls. House after 
house has come to, bt and gone away with 
creat fortunes, m not by banking operations, 
but ‘by ‘the very Ampie process of lending 
money to the Khedive ut very high rates. One 
instanee will suffice,: The 1825 loan of £32,000,- 
0. floated by a group of Egyptian banks, only 
put £17,000,000 at the disposal of the Vicervy. 
Of the whole pub debt, as much has been 
paid in interest and commissions as Was reccived 
by Egypt, and of late years uew loans were 
made with the sole Ghject of meeting the inter- 
est of the old ones, Engineers, again, Have 
plaved their part in this spoiling of the Egyp- 
tians. Vast schemes of equatorial development 
by railways over desert and mountain tempted 
the too ine Viceregal mind, and the Khe- 
dive’s desire to mak Egypt a manutacturing as 
weil as an agricultutal country was so bumored 
that 410,000. 000 weré wasted on suvar-retinerics 
and other factories over the country. At 


the Outset of his reign the eloquent charm ot 


the most persuasive man in Europe drew from 
the Khedive fifteen millions of money and a 
vast amount of human labor for the construc- 
tion of the Saez Canal,—a work which, while 
benetiting the whole world besides, has only 
deprived Exypt of its valuable transit-trade, and 
reudered the country a possible battle-fHleld of 
the nations if ever Engiand has to fight for 
India. Yet the Viceroy cheerfully lent his aid, 
and farther lavished a million anda quarter at 
the opening of the canal on hospitality more 
sumptuous than the world had ever seen. Dis- 
tinguished visitors, from Royal Princes down- 
wards, have also played their part in the gen- 
eral waste. Palaces, Nile boats special trains, 
have been placed at the disposal of all comers 
with the magniticence of the nabob whe ordered 
round more curricles“ for his guests. 

With all this expenditure to the prolit of the 
foreigner were joined the extravagance and 
cruel thoughtiessness of an Oriental Prince, 
who never hesitated over a public work because 
it would not be immediately remunerative, 
never denied himself an enjoyment because he 
would have to borrow tne money for it at 20 or 
0% per cent, and never remembered that over- 
taxXatiow means oppression and. misery to his 
ple. So naturally a day of reckoning came. 
Bills were not met, accounts were not settled, 
coupon-payments were postponed. Then the 
vials of wrath were opened, and the Khedive ex- 
perienced the fate of Timon. He bad already, 
in his imitation of the West, . established 
Kuropeap courts of law, and made himself 
amenable to justice, and one of the earliest uses 
of his own creation was the declaration of end- 
less judgments against himself at the suit of 
creditors whose name was legion. What did he 
dot Did he refuse to obev the mandates of the 
Judges whom he bad created! No; he only 
asked for time, and submitted the whole matter 
to Messrs. Goschen and Joubert. ‘Those gen- 
tlemen overhauled bis accounts, consolidated 
all his debts, and prepared a scheme of finan- 
cial control which, if the controllers bad acted 
up to their powers, would have tied the hands 
of the Viceroy for all time. Yet he did not 
refuse their scheme, and ht is now the 
basis on which the present Commission 
will build tneir more elaborate administra- 
tive stricture. But, Oriental-iike, he aid not 
declare his whole debt to his advisers, nor did 
he truly estimate his revenue. New debts 
cropped up, receipts fell off. coupons had to be 
paid trom queer sources, and finally the present 
Commission was proposed as a means of avert- 
ing the fresh storm that was brewing. How 
the Viceroy has treated this pew intervention 
wasseen in the telegram of the 26th from your 
correspondent in Egypt. He bas give up all his 
private means, he has placed at the head of his 
Goverument a Christian and attatesman, and 
he has resigned the management of his finance 
to an Englishman oi great firinness, talent, and 
reputation. From a despot he has become a 
Prince who reigus, but does not govern.

MARSHAL MACMAH ON. 
18 HE GOING TO RESIGN? 
Seca to London Times. 

Paris. Aug. 27.—For some days past the 
French press has been discussing, with vroba- 
bly affected seriousness, the possibility of Mar- 
shal MacMahon’s resignation at the close of the 
Exhibition; and the consequences of such an 
event. It should be.stated that the hypothesis 
was first started by a Conservative paper, that 
it has been taken up by other Conservative or- 
gans, and that the Republican journals have vot 
as yet interveued. It is evident, however, that 
in certain parts ot France—in Provence, for ex- 
ample—the discussion of this eventuality al- 
ways produces an wneasiness triumphant- 
ly appealed by those who repre- 
sent instability as the great defect of a 
Republic. » 1Ibe papers which discuss the 
hypothesis proceed, of course, to calculate its 
consequences and to draw deductions as to the 
country’s future. It is not, therefore, as will 
be seen, & mere journalistic bubvle-blowing, but 
a plan carried out as though at a preconcerted 
signal and in a premeditated manner, just like 
the bringing out of a piece op the stage. One 
paper sets tie ball roiling, another gives it ad- 
ditional impetus, a third expresses disapproval, 
and. finally. the discussion becomes geueral ina 
press interested in preventing public security 
aud calm. It need hardly be said that it is 
simply a question of one of these schemes of 
more or, less transparent subilety where- 
by the factions defeated by universal 
suffrage enuesvor to keep up disquictude in 
men's tithds. It has always been their 
mania to consider the Marshal as their tool, 
to be used at their picasure, without regard to 
his persdnal inclinations. At the last general 
election they commit ted an enormous blander, 
which ts Une eveurh to stamp them as polit- 
ieal imcapabies. lo order to envodragc the 
clection@éring zeal of the functionaries, they 
made the Marshal say in his famous proclama- 
tion thit,@ven if beaten by universal suffrage, 
he should not quit his post. Alter this dectara- 
tion universal suffrage could beat the Marshal 
without showing him disrespect, jor in beating 
him it testified no desire to supersede him. The 
Marshal, ou the other hand, so imprudently in- 
volved id the conflict by pretended friends, 
could remain in office aiter his defeat 
without breaking his pledge, and three 
months afterwards could throw overboard those 
who bad @mbarked bi in that unseaworthy 
craft the 16th of May, and could reconcile him- 
self with modern France. Those beaten by 
universal suifrage resolved not to give up the 
struggle, and now begin acampaign on the op- 
posite tack. They allege that the Marsual is 
discouraged and disgusted, that he keeps up 
only the strictly necessary relations with his 
Ministers, and that he will resign after the Ex- 
hibition, especiaily as, if the Senatorial elec- 
tions give the Repubiican a majority, he would 
no longer Wield the prerogative of dissolution, 
—that is to say, the only Presidential power. 
This last argument sufficiently reveals the ob- 
ject with which the possjbility of the Marshal’s 
resignation is started; but, the discussion being 
raised, it is worth while examining the matter a 
little more closely. 

My conviction is, that the Marshal will not re- 
sign either after the Exhibition or alter the 
Senatorial elections. In the first place, those 
whe predict bis retirement at the close of the 
Exhibition,—that is, aiter having the houor of 
receiving all Europe, of oilering it to the hospi- 
tality of France, of opeuing and closing the Kx- 
bibition with an @efourage of Irinces and nobles 
from every corner of the worid,—mustake his 
character and insult lim, without themselves 
being conscious of bow they wrong hun. They 
treat a Marshal of France, the head of a great 
and powerful mation, as they would do one of 
those Paristan servants who, dissatistied with their 
masters on the Ist of December, do not give 
notice to leave till after the Ist of January, 
in order not to lose the New-Year’s gratuities. 
But, secondly, why should the Marshal resign? 
if be had wished to do so, he had a grand ovpor- 
tunity last December. When. he was made to 
ien a Message Which at oue stroke effaced the 
seven mouths’ political caruival over which be 
bad been made to preside against his will, and 
without kuowing whither it was intended 
to lead him, a message woich made him a Presi- 
dent of the Republic respecting the law. sub- 
missive to Parliamentary Gecisions, ascrupulous 
executor ot the measures passed by the uation- 
al representatives, be took an engagement of 
honor, from which there is no evidence of his 
intention to flinch. He formally undertook to 
atone for the seven months’ revolt to which he 
had been incited. and to remain the servant 
of the nation, which on its part grateluliy 
accepted the loval act of the soldier at its bead. 
Why, tuen, should ne resign? Those who wrong 
him are those who suppose he would break the 
engagement then freely covtracted, and depart 
with the Exhioition festivities, like a man leay- 
ing a house where he can nv longer find anv en- 
tertainment. Has not the nation been full of 
respect for him Has it not been grateful for 
bis resisting the pernicious influences seeking to 
drive him to coups dletat, subject to leaving 
him the sole responsibility in the eyes of cotem- 
poraries and of history if the enterprise bad 
tailed‘ What can have inspired him with dis- 
couragemcnt, Weariness, and disgust, unless it 
be the recotlection of the deplorable ad- 
venture in which be was involved? The 
Mersha!, moreover, has no passion for politics, 
and nobody contests the snare of Legitimate in- 
fluence appertaining to him. He holds in Ku- 
rope the bonorahle rank of a chief magistrate 
marching in accord with a creat nation which is 
aaily rising in the esteem of the world, and 
which, ever since be has been at its head, after 
baving owed its tiberadtion to his Wreat prede- 
cessor, ts giving Europe the admirable spectacle 
of order f urisamg under the wmgs of lidertv. 
i do vot believe, moreover, that the Marshal is 
of a temperament to resign. He is a soidier, and 
ior a soldier resignation 4s an Hl-sounding word, 
akin to flight. He may have spoken of resigning, 
indeed, when urged to à coup. d'etat, be- 
caused even for a soldier flight. is better 
than treachery: bat to resign because of lasst 
tude, from intrigue around btw, or ol ivapity 
to exceed iis comstitutional powers, is not in 
his natere. Phen, too, he is eutikiently w- 
quainted with history te know ‘that ubdication 
is a weave burden. Charles V. died of it, and 
M. Tiers, Who ooty twelve dars betere his res- 
ignation sakk, Tuev went me to be off, bat 1 
will not give them tust pleasure.” would not 
have committed tant serious Diunder bad he 
known that the hatred of his envmes would 
make tiem take him at his word. A person, 
too, returning from Trouville, where he fre- 
quemiy saw the Marshal... assures me 
that nothing in dis conversation or man- 
ner indicated a thougut of resignation. 
1 believe rather that, if there is 
any provablity, it is of tne Marshal's re-election 
op the expiration of his term, aud. indeed, with

He is a pledge of order and 
peace. He belongs to old France by his birth, 
to modern France by the simplicity of his 
habits, and, being a soldier, he can 42 
destinies 6f France, whatever the chance of 
circumstances may impose 00 ber. Lastly, hie 
re-election would prolong peaceful initiation of 
the Republic, would arrest rivalries, maintain 
the accord of the Republicans, give prominent 
men time to show their capacities, and men 
whom the Republic is training tune to win their 
spurs. It would enable the real pactfication of 
the Republican parties to be formed, would 
permit fresh elections to enlist fresh recruits to 
the present form of government, and would let 
time do its work in reassuring Iriends ane dis- 
couraging foes. 
ITALY. 
SEARCHING FOR THE BRONZE REMAINS OF A 
ROMAN EMPEROR, 

Roms, Italy, Aug. 27.—What has been dis- 
covered at the Ponte Sisto is, alas! only the 
fragmentary remains of a bronze statue, instead 
ofa more or less complete work, as had been 
hoped. and the disappointment is the greater 
not only because the works existing in the 
favorite material of the great seuiptors of au- 
tiquity are so exceedingly few, but for the 
reason that the fragments now found are sul- 
ficient to show that they are parts of an Im- 
perial statue, some nine feet in height, of the 
best period of Greco-Roman art, cast im the 
finest Corinthian bronze, and overlaid witb 
a thick layer of gold. ‘The portions found thus 
far are the right arm and shoulder, the fcet and 
ankles still attached to the marble plinth, two 
or three large pieccs of the drapery, aud a 
dozen smaller bits. The workingmen are euro- 
fuily searching for the remainder, and particu- 
larly for the bead, to which addgioual mterest 
now attaches, inasmuch as it is evident the 
statue is ove of those thrown int the liber 
through popular execration of the person repre- 
sented. Upon the arm found, which is bare 
from just below the deltoid, there are the 
marks where it had beon twice struck foreibiy 
with a sword, which, without penetrating, had 
left indentations intersected along the lenyth 
by clear, straight lines produced by 
the edge of the blade; and the upper 
part of the wrist is eut through by 
what has evidently been the blow of a heavier 
weapon, possibly an ax, the edges of the part 
cloven being comparatively clean and bent in- 
wards. Of Emperors whose statues and busts 
were served in this manner there is a compara- 
tively long list, but if one may hazard a conjec- 
ture based upon the style of art, the beauty, 
researeh, and truthfulness of the execation, the 
perfection of the bronze and gilding, which pro- 
nounee the work to be of the first century, the 


remains may be those of astatue ot Domitian. 


rhe band aud arm are beautituliy modeled, in- 
cluding that @istinguishing mark of statuary, 
the wails. The feet, forty centimetres in 
length, are covered ‘with sandals, having 

ad, unornamented thongs attached to 
the sole on each side, crossed over the 
instep, carried around the ankle, and tied be- 
hind. Whe eontours of the toes are visible 
through the linen swathing with which the feet 
had been covered before putting on the sandal. 
Tnis is gathered into smafl perpendicular folds 
behind the heel, terminating a MHttle about the 
sole. The simplicitv of this ea ceamentum, ar- 
ranged with all the care befitting a personage of 
higa rank, but devoid of that ornamentation 
expended at a comparatively early period on the 
cothwrnus, is another indication of these Being 
the remains of a statue of one of the first of the 
Em whose likenesses were subjected to 
the indignity of which we have the latest in- 
stance in those of Napoleon III. The side of the 
Ponte Sisto overlooking. the spot where 
the discovery has been made is crowded from 
morning till night watching the operations. 
Nothing could be more picturesque than the 
disclosed bed of the river within the dam, great 
fragments of columns, capitals, pedestais, and 
other architectural details lying about in ail 
directions. Among these a pedestal has been 
found bearine the following inscription: „Vo- 
tts. Decennalibvs. Domini. Nostri. Fl. Valen- 
tinfant. Ma. Vietoris, Actrivnif. Semper. Av- 
evsti.” This probably belonged to a restoration 
of the Pons Janieutensia made at that later 
period; and thrown down into the bed of the 
river when the bridge was destroyed by the 
terrible mundation in December, 792, after 
which it was called the Pons Fractus until re- 
built by Sixtus IV. for the jubilee iu 1475. 


ABYSSINIA. 
A DESCENDANT OF THE QUEEN OF SHEBA OB- 
TAINS THE THRONE. 

In Abyssinia has arisen a King who asserts 
that he ts the descendant and heir to the throne 
of that Queen of Sheba who visited King Solo- 
mon. A newspaper printed in Arabic at Con- 
stantinople reports that this King bas effected 
a politieo-religious revolution in Abyssinia, and 
is pow governing the dominions formerly rulea 
over hy the famous Queen of Bible story. After 
the English vietory in Abyssinia over King 
Theodore, the throne passed to one who was 
crowned as King John. But at the same time 
there existed another ruler in the 
country,—Menelik IL,—who has since is- 
sued a protest against the title 
assumed by King John, and Jobn, being 
indignant, marched against bim with his army. 
The Jewish Mord, which transiates the story, 
has it that the Royal Menelik met the approach- 
ing army with a great company of priesis, who 
huried the most teirible reproaches on King 
John, and assured him that, if be persisted in 
his intentions, be would find the gates ot Para- 
dise closed against him when de died. John 
actually submitted, says the story, and entered 
the City of Ankobar, where, in the presence of 
an assemblage, he laid down his insignia of 
Royalty, gave his crown to Meuelik, and beg 
ged for the grace and favor of the heir of the 
Queen of Sheba. The Royal family of Menelik, 
says the World, has been exvecting this unifica- 
tion of the old Kingdom through a term of 
2,873 vears. A confirmation of this extraordi- 
nary story would be a vaiuable sequel to its 
present publication.

AMUSEMENTS. 
MACAULEY AT HAVERLY’S. 

Mr. Barney Macauley is playing at Haverly’s 
this week. The piece in which it has pleased 
him to make his bow on this o-casion to the 
Chicago public is one altogether unworthy 
of his reputation, and one in which an actor of 
his powers must needs feel that he is exerting 
his abilities to a very poor end, and with but 
indifferent results. The plot is made up of sit- 
nations so extravagantly improbable as to 
awaken a sense of the ludicrous even in the 
most thrilling scenes, and is interwoven with 
many venerable jokes, respectable only for their 
antiquity. The play opens very fairiy, and one 
is led during the first two acts to expect a very 
enjoyable new England iayito be unfolded in 
its progress, but all at once the author seems to 
have lost signt of this object, and plunges deeper 
and deever into the but hos of the dime novel in 
the closing scenes, and the curtain falls upon a 
piece of scullerv tragedy even less respectable 
in a literary or dramatic point of view than that. 
which has hitherto been regarded as the ne 
plus ultra of literarv despicableness. ° 

The piece begins with the arrival of the hero, 
Unele- Dan’! (Mr. Macauley), at the house of the 
widow and daughter of his brother, who is 
supposed to have been murdered and robbed. 
The brother had a large amount of property on 
his person, and, as when the lifeless corpses of 
himself and horse are found at the bottom of a 
cliff, the money is not to be found, the conclu- 
sion Of the neichbors has been that he was first 
robbed and then driven over the cliff. The loss 
of this money renders thé widow and daughter 
destitute, and places them in the power 
of the mortgagee of their homestead, 
Simon Briggs (Mr. Brower), who, however, 
agrees to release the mortgage if the daughter 
Will marry him. But the heart of the daughter 
Gertrude (Miss Gould), is already bespoken by 
one Jtussel/ Clay, a sailor who is supposed to 
have been shipwrecked. All this is talked over 
in the opening scene with Uncle Dan, who un- 
fortunately has not the money wherewithal to 
assist them, but who volunteers to go to Bos- 
ton to hunt up a brother of tbe widow, to ask 
his assistance, and to make inquiries as to the 
fate of the missing sailor. In the next act we 
find Unele Dan’! in Boston, bewildered by the 
intricacies of its streets, and by the aifliculty of 
finding a man of the name of John Smith 
in so large a_ city. He tells in a 
soliloquy how his inquiries have beeu derided, 
and mentions how a nice young lady offered to 
introduce him to the object of his search in a 
manner which strongly recalis the similar ad- 
venture of Peter Simple at Portsmouth. A 
policeman refers him to the directory, wherein 
he finds that there are about 1,900 Smiths in 
Boston, of whom 1,611 answer to the prenomen 
of John. He meets a little girl-waif who acts 
as bar-tender in a saloon, and who tells him 
that one Smith is in the habit of going there to 
eat his iunch. As he has to go through the 
whole 1,611, he concludes to take this one in, so 
he enters the saloon; and the scene in the in- 
terior of the saloon is decidedly the best man- 
aged and most interesting in the piece. Here, 
indeed, its interest may be said to end. All 
the rest is tame, weary, snd unprofitable. 
Suffice it to say that Tce Dan’ goes 
through some wonderful adveutures in Boston. 
gets into scrapes through his simplicity, out of 
which he redeems himself by bis shrewdness, 
and finaliy succeeds in not only unearthing the 
murderer of his brother, but in bringmg home 
the missing sailor in time to prevent Gertrude’s 
sacrifice. Trashy as it is, in one sense this may 
be said to be a highiy mora! and edifying piay, 
for all the villains are duly exterminated, the 
virtuous are rewarded, and everybody who de- 
serves to be so is in the end made supremely 
happy. 

Mr. Macauley makes a fine character part of 
Une'e Dani, and but for his acting the piece 
must inevitably have been condemned even by 
the most conscienceicess clacgueurs. Mr. Will- 
jam Scallon deserves a word of praise for 
his careful dressing and rendering of the un- 
gracious part of-Skinny Smith, and Mr. Reed 
does fairly well in the ro’eof Aeppier. As to 
the ladies, no Chicago piayer necds to be told 
that Mrs. Myers periorms wel! everything she 
undertakes, and both looked and acted the part 
of the widow with rfect naturalness and 
grace. Miss Katie Wilson, in the character of 
Clip the barmaid, acted with spirit and force.and 
sang a variety concert song in the saloon scene 

a stvle which proved how capable she is of 

serving the rollicking abandon of such pro- 
ductions without descending to the vulgarity 
with which their performance on other boards 
often accompanied. The absurdity of 
making a street arab like Clip with a turn for 
variety-concert performances suddenly develop 
into a sentimental voung lady talking Minerva 
press English, however, was scarcely called for 
by the exigencies of the play, numerous and 
trvivg as these are to an actor of any skill. The 
performance was well received, on the whole, 
and may for awhile be acceptable to a certain 
class of playgoers; but we cannot too emphat- 
ically repeat that it is altogether beneath the 
reputation which Mr. Macauley has so weil 
earned in past years. 


HOOLEY’S THEATRE. 

Mr. McCullough is going through his reper- 
torv of plays with the speed of a deft exhibitor 
of curiosities at a circus. feeling probably that 
this isa time of year when everybody is in a 
hurry to see everything that is going on. It is 
doubtless hard work for him and his coadjutors, 
but their ambition being directed toward the 
crowding into the space of two weeks produc- 
tions that should require long and careful prep- 
aration, all we can do is to accept the gift, 
such as it is, and not look too curiously into 
the circumstances under which it was 
given. Mr. McCullougn’s Aicheliew which 
was plaved last night, and which is 
on the bill for this evening, has always seemed 
to us among the most unsatisfactory of his per- 
formances, and his rendering of the character 
this time does not by anv means remove the 
impression formed heretofore that it is a tame. 
cold, and unsympathetic embodiment of Bul- 
wer’s conception. One reason for what we 
deem his failure in the part is, that Mr. McCul- 
lougu is not a master of stage-rant and clap- 
trap. and this is one of the maim elements iu 
the effectiveness of this impersonation. Bulwer 
named the hero of his meloarama after the 
great Cardinal, but his purpose was not to por- 
trav that remarkable historical personage so 
much as to evolve striking stage effects. No 
one denies the skill he has shown in this, and how 
he manages to cheat us for a moment into the 
belief that these sonorous thunders are ex- 
pressions of buman passion, and these stale 
commonplaces are gems. of wit and wisdom. 
All actors like to play this part, or aspire to 
play it, aud the public are readily impressed by 
its cleverness of construction, and its double 
distilled cant of philosophy, diplomacy, and 
sentiment; That it holds the stage in prefer- 
ence to mau finer plavs of the past and pres- 
ent day, is due toits wonderful adaptability to 
tne talent of a good declaimer. Forrest, with 
his grand organ Voice and imoerial sway of the 
stage, made it seem equal to a creation of 
Shakspeare. Booth plays the antiquary, 
and tricks it out with all the 
furnishings the upholsterer can inven‘. 
Barrett strives to make us believe he is 
resuscitating the wily old Minister, and dives 
back into history, perhaps to fish up a shoe- 
buckle or a pattern for a dressing gown. John 
McCullough makes no such pretensions. He 
accepts Bulwer’s hero as he finds him d-picted 
in the playbook, which is really the most sensi- 
bie view to take of him from the artor's stand- 

t. He endeavors to make the very best of 
the situations which the author has contrived, 
and he does not appear to care very much 
whether the author has written history or fic- 
tion. This, wesay, is a common-sense view 
t take of the character, which will 
hardly dear investigation from any 
other than a merely theatrical 
point of view. It is from this standpoint that 
we are to view Mr. McCullough’s acting, aud we 
tuink that be exhibits a weakness in adopting 
a character which is ioreigu to his genius and 
ability. Ask any average theatre-goer what 
they go to see in Richelieu,” and he will 
probably teli you it is the curse scene,—the 
launchiug of that famous curse of Kome. Ou 
this rests the actor’s popularity with the masses. 
Mr. McCullough is Jess forcible bere than 
Bootn. or even Barrett. His performance may 
be called sustained, smooth, and even, and all 
that. But all that does for nothing in such a 
part. He fails to give us a shock, and 
all men and women go wo see “ Riche- 
neu just to eect that shock. We 
call it no discredit to Mr. McCullougu that he 
is not a good At ehevew. Its expected of him 
to piay it in hu repertory. and be does it mod- 
eratelv weil—no more. He acts so much better 
in other parts that one could wish be would 
drop it aitogether from his list.

HAMLIN’S THEATRE. 

This new theatre on Clark street, under the 
management of Mr. John A. Hamlin, was open- 
ed last evening in presence of a large audience. 
The new drop curtain was roiled down a 
little after 8 o’clock, and the auditori- 
um, when lighted ub, presented a singularly 
bright, tasteful, and comfortable aspect. The 
theatre is prettily decorated, and plainly 
but neatly and substantially furnished. The 
means of egress are numerous from all parts of 
the house; the entrance is wide and brilliantly 
illumined; there is ample provision made for 
the comfort of the visitors; and 
not a seat in the place but com- 
mands 1 complete view of tine 
stage. The opening performance—“The Naiad 
Queen ’’—was given under some disadvantages, 
which may iorm a reasonable excuse for its im- 
periections. It would have been more to the 
credit of the management had they chosen to 
delay the opening for a dav, or more if neces- 
sary, and much better for the impression 
made upon the public. The orchestra showed 
very painfully that there had not been sufficient 
rehearsal, and the actors, one and all, seemed 
to labor under the same difficulty. Bonfanti 
and the leader did not seem to understand 
each other at all, and this marred what 
should have been one of the best 
points in the spectacle. However, all these 
crudities incident to a grand opening, with toe 

iaster hardly dry on the walls, will undoubted- 
y disappear after a day, and the new theatre 
promises to have its fair share oi public patron- 
age and appreciation.

Musing upon the melancholy fact that 
Nature so often reverses the law of gravitation 
in the case of genius by preventing it from de- 
cupying the first floor tronts of this world, the 
reporter mounted the long flights of steps and 
knocked upon a door whereon was a plate with 
the Professor’s name. 

He was sitting in an easy chair by the window. 
Wintry age had frosted his beard and locks, and 
his eyes were dim. He had a book in bis hand, 
but it had dropped id) y upon his knee, ana he was 
gazing absently from the window over the wide 
expanse of landscape offered by a dozen vacant 
lots on Ogden avenue. The Professor was 
thinking—pernaps developing the plot of an- 
other tragedy—and the visitor hesitated to dis- 
turb the current of his ideas. The sun was set- 
ting somewhere in the vicinity of Central 
Park, and its last rays filtered through the win 
dow and plaved with the faded colors of the 
carpet. He stirred. It was a favorable mo- 
meut to intrude. In a twinkling it was done; 
the introduction was made, and the visitor was 
sitting opposite the author of the best and the 
most origina! tragedy of the age.

OHIO & MISSISSIPPI. 
Speciak Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Sept. 11.—The New York stock- 
holders of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad are 
trying to get possession of their property. Of 
the $40,000,000 capital stock, nine-tevths are 
owned here. When the Baltimore & Ohio in- 
terest, at the annual meetivg last spring, 
elected its own Directors, the New York 
stockboiders charged trickery, eiected au op- 
position Board, and begau suit to oust the Bal- 
timore & Ohio Directors. A compromise was 
effected, however, and a plan ot organization 
agreed upon. The stockholders now claim 


that the Committee apoointed under the 
compromise have igvered their instruc- 
tions and acted m bad faith, 
bence an appeal has been issued 
callmg upon stockholders to be represented at 
the meeting to be held Oct. 12 next, and fill the 
vacancies occurring with New Yorkers. An 
attempt will also be made to have the Directors 
meet here lu the future to elect the full Board 
every year, if legally possible to restore the 
Company’s credit. The stockholders are es- 
pecially bitter against the Baltimore & Ohio, 
and say nothing need be hoped for of advan- 
tage to the Ohio & Mississippi until it can be 
taken from the hands now controiling it.

COMMUNISM ON THE DECLINE. 
Those who have had their attention di- 


rected to the fact cannot have failed to notice 
how very small the Communists have been 
singing lately. It is only a few months since 
they were holding conventions all over the 
country and pouring out incendiary threats 
and resolutions that indicated a supreme 
confidence in their own strength. It is not 
to be denied that the manifestations of the 
Socialistie party were sufficiently menacing 
to arcuse the forces naturally antagonistic to 
the theory of a forcible division of prop- 
erty, and this counter-movement has exert- 
ed a salutary effect; at the same time the 
Communists have found considerable en- 
couragement from political demagogues 
ready to pander to any thieving sentiment 
that presents itself. But, in spite of the, 
boldness of their leaders; in spite of the im- 
munity afforded by the laws to the expres- 
sion of sentiments that would lead to jail 
in other countries; and in spite of the 
favor the Communists have received at the 
hands of vile demagogues, the movement has 
been steadily losing strength instead of gain- 
ing it during the last two or three months. 
The general strike threatened for the middle 
of August did not come off; the Kearney 
party in California did not sweep the State 
as they predicted; Kzanwar himself. has not 
met with the reception in the Eastern States 
which he anticipated, and, instead of grow- 
ing into a great national movement, as was 
predicted a few months ago, Communism 
can scarcely keep its local organizations 
together. 

The main reason for this decline of 
Communism during the very period when 
it was expected to grow and develop may be 
looked for in the improved condition of 
things. The glorious harvest of this year 
has given a new impulse to all kinds of 
trade, and has been of special value 
to the laboring-classes. As employment 
has opened up to the workingmen, 
both skilled and unskilled, there has 
been less disposition among them to counte- 
nance any association or meeting of a Com- 
munistic nature. The gathering 2f the labor 
statistics of Massachusetts served to expose 
some of the gross exaggerations that had 
gained currency in fegard to the number and 
suffering of the unemployed. There has 
been a steady increase in the demand for 
nearly all kinds of labor, and we have heard 
it stated that, in some of the trades, there 
are hardly workmen enough to supply the 
demand. The American soil is not favorable 
to the growth of Communism ; it yields and 
reproduces too bountifully. A single harvest 
is enough to check a headlong rush into 
excesses that result from enforced idleness 
and deprivation. Personal observation in 
this city shows that there has been a notable 
decrease among the unemployed, and there 
has been so decided a recovery that the time 
is not far distant when every man willing 
and able to work need not be idle. 

Asan improved condition of things has 
nearly silenced the howling of the Commu- 
nists, so further improvement may be ex- 
pected to put to the blush the twin sister of 
Communism—Fiatism. On the 16th of this 
month resumption will be practically ac- 
complished. Had not the Democrats in the 
House of Representatives defeated Col. 
Fort’s bill for taking greenbacks for duties, 
there is nat a shadow of doubt that the 
difference of f of 1 per cent between 
greenbacks and gold would be wiped out. 
and that both would circulate side by side 
long before the date fixed for resumption. 
Even as it is, the free exchange of silver for 
greenbacks is likely to accomplish the same 


thing, for the silver thus issued will be re- 


ceived for duties, and gold will lose the only 
exclusive use which now gives it a nominal 
premium. Then where will the Fiatists 
look for comfort? They will scarcely 
dare to announce their opposition to 
the circulation of coin along with green- 
backs. They will scarcely dare to demand 
a contraction of the currency by the retire- 
ment of gold aud silver.

Will 
not these madmen be powerless to carry out 
their wild schemes if the success of resum 
tion under the Smenman plan shall have been 
demonstrated in the meantime? Will they 
find any encouragement from the laboring 
classes, if they have employment and are 
paid in good money, to abandon that system 
for an irredeemable currency of much less 
value? If the progress of this country 
toward ‘new prosperity be as marked within 
the next three months as it has been during 
the last three months, Communism is a 
thing that will be little heard of, and, the 
Fiatists will hide their heads in shame

A letter published in the 
Philadelphia Pocket, just one hundred years 
ago, relates how a committee in Albany 
handled a couple of transgressors, and made 
them apologize publicly for demanding hard 
money; hard money,” continued the letter, 
‘is not to pass here any longer; we have 
lately hung up and burned in effigy a dealer 
in hard money.” A hand-bill is also quoted 
which was posted all over Boston, bearing 
date of June 16, 1779, in which a public 
meeting was called to protest against 
„ monopolizers and extortioners” who were 
‘reducing the currency to waste paper by 
refusing to take it.” The following is an 
extract from the hand-bill : 


We have borne with each wretches, dut will bear 
no longer. Public examples at this time wonld be 
pablic benefits. You, tuen, that have articles to 
sell, lower your prices; yon that have houses to 
let, refase not the currency for rent; for, inspired 
with the spirit of those heroes and patriots uo 
have struggled and bled for their country, and 
moved with the cries and distresses of the widow, 
the orphan, and the necessitous. Boston shall no 
longer be your place of security. Ye inhabitants 
of Nantucket, who first introduced the accursed 
crime of refusing paper money, quit the place, or 
destruction shall attend your property, and your 
persons be the object of vengeance. 


Afew years later on these same people 
would have hanged and burned im efigy— 
perhaps would have handled still more 
roughly—any man who should have proposed 
to renew the system of irredeemable, worth- 
less fiat scrip.

DECLINE IN BRITISH TRADE. 

The question of hard times” is a press- 
ing one in England at thistime. A meeting 
of the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
was recently held at Sheffield, in which the 
depression in the British foreign trade was 
earnestly discussed, and a resolution was 
adopted asking the Government to appoint 
a Commission to inquire and report on the 
subject. The London Times discusses this 
matter ‘in two succeeding issues of that 
paper, and evinces how deeply the whole 
country is concerned. Great Britain's for- 
eign trade is in the importation of raw ma- 
terials and the export of manufactured prod- 
ucts. Being a creditor nation, it collects its 
interest and its debts largely in the raw 
products of its debtors. But it 
cannot import these raw materials profita- 
bly unless it can find customer at remuner- 
ative prices for its manufactured goods. 
The inabilicy to sell has produced a general 
depression in British industry, and especially 
in the cotton and iron manufacturing dis- 
tricts.. Manchester is seriously agitated. 
Last spring the operatives in the cotton- 
spinning districts struck against the policy 
of the mill-owners. The strike was a des- 
perate anda general one. The mills were 
closed and the machinery was suspended. 
The employers had pleaded the excuse for 
their reduction of wages the inability to sell 
the goods in the quantities produced and at 
prices that would remunerate them. The 
operatives refused to consider this as a 
justification, claiming that there was a mini- 
mum of wages below which labor could 
not live and on which it musi 
insist. The result was a suspension of 
work,—a suspension of production on the 
one hand and of wages on the other. The 
strike continued until the accumulated 
means of the operatives were exbaysted, and 
then the terms of the employers were ac- 
cepted. The operatives boast that ten mill- 
ion pieces of cotton cloth have been kept 
out of market by the strike; but it does not 
seem that the effect of this was to advance 
the price of cotton cloth or to improve the 
condition of British trade. It is certain 
that the operatives lost the wages which they 
would have earned, while the employers 
say that while they suffered a loss 
from the non-employment of their -capi- 
tal, they were suffering before the strike 
from the stagnation of business, and there- 
fore the stoppage of production was not so 
much of a loss as might be supposed. In 
the meantime, the cotton trade has not in- 
creased in any part of the.world, though the 
operatives are indicating a purpose to renew 
their demand for higher wages and to resort 
to a strike to enforce it. 

From 1840 to 1872 British trade generally 
exhibited great elasticity and growth. In 
1872 the exports were $1,280,000,000, but 
have since declined to $990,000,000. A re- 
covery has been predicted from time to time, 
but it has never taken place, and the London 
Times, referring to the discussion at the 
trades’ meeting, says: 

Mr. MUNDELLA, who, as we had occasion to re- 
mark yesterday, is not given to despondency. 
stated that British exports have falien about 24 
per cent from the highest point. Steel rails, 
which had been selling at from £15 to £20 per ton. 
are to-day being delivered at £5 28 6d. The price 
of coal has declined about 50 per cent, and cotton 
and woolen goods were never so cheap in the 
history of manufactures. Jn fact, it appears as if, 


as Mr. MUNDELLA laments, everything produced*in 
England were down to zero fn price. 


In the cotton trade, however, the distress 
among the workmen and their prospective 
renewal of a strike are the most serious. 
This trade was especially prosperous. Its 
growth from 1852 (except during our War) 
was continuous, and was not interrupted 
until 1874. It now shares with other branches 
of the export trade that general decline which 
began in 1873. The arguments of the Times 
are addressed to the operatives in cotton 
goods to show that the decline in that trade 
is prolonged and continuous, and that the com- 
mon interests of employers aud workmen 
demand sacrifices and endurance under the 
depression. It says: 

It is not to be denied that the operatives may 
have their grievances, and may in certain circuin- 
stances obtain effective redress through the ma- 
chinery of the union. Yet they would do weil not 
to lose sight of the bond of common interest which 
unites them with the capitalist; not to have re- 
course to war with him unless they see how. by 
reference to the circumstances of that natural 
partnership, there is some fair chance of their se 
curing their own interests. Every trade in the 
country bears testimony to the difficulties of can- 
ital at this moment. Almost every form of com- 
mercial industry was represented in the meeting at 
Sheffield, and the chief proposal was that Parlia- 
Ment should devote its attention to the continucd 
decline of our foreign trade. Some valuable in- 
formation for our future guidance might be ob- 
tained in our present depressed condition. it 1s in 
a state of things like this that the operatives in our 
greatest industry insist on renewing their conflict 
With the employers of labor. 

All this goes to prove how severely the 
great manufacturing interests of England 
are affected. At the meeting the competi- 
tion of the United States was freely dis- 
cussed. One member of Parliament seemed 
to accept the situation, and declared it to be 
unreasonable for England to expect to con- 
tinue to be so'e manufacturers for the world. 
Even in the division of the trade with other 
States she would still retain a large share. 
A member from Leeds declared that even 
with a loss of the monopoly England owns 
an accumulated capital upon which, if 
necessary, she could maiutain her pop- 
ulation. ; Another member attributed tid 
loss to the immense increase in the 
imports of manufactures from the United 
States * other countries. The Times de- 
elares, We know all that Statistics have 
to tell us, and a dozen Royal Commissions 
or select committees would not persuade 
New England to buy Sheffield cutlery and 
Shanghai to take our cottons.” Also, that 


** foreigners have ceased to be buyers of 
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English goods, partly because they have 
ceased to produce, goods of their own to pay 
for them.” Tt rebukes the assumption that 
there is a law of continuous progress in 
Manchester goods and iron rails. The world's 
demand for these will be reached long before 
English capital will cease to accumulate. It 
advises more ingenuity in finding or creating 
new objects for the employment of capital, 
and suggests that it is humiliating for Mau- 
chester to be begging that mankind be good 
enough to wear two cotton shirts where they 
now wear one, because Lancashire has some 
millions of savings and does not know how 
to invest them except in doubling the pro- 
duction of cotton yarn. 

From all of this it is pretty clear that En- 
glish supremacy in manufactures generally, 
and especially in cotton goods, js recognized 
as having begun a decline, from which there 
is no recovery save through the blindness of 
its rivals. The comparatively weak efforts 
of the United States indicate how serious 
American competition is felt, and how rapid- 
ly that competition might be made as exten- 
sive as the trade of the world, if our manu- 
facturers were only emancipated and per- 
mitted to so increase their productions that, 
like the farmers, they might have a surplus 
for the world’s supply. It is evident 
that the conflict with labor in the 
declining production of British cotton 
goods is to be a severe and a disas- 
trous one. English manufacturers who can- 
not produce and sell at a profit are like 
our own manufacturers, who are so ham- 
pered by legal exactions that for almost a 
generation they have been cut off from all 
foreign trade. In due time, let us hope, our 
manufacturers may secure and enjoy not 
only the freedom which is essential to trade, 
bat may extend that trade in the productions 
of their own ingenuity and skill, as the prog, 
perous successors of their deposed British 
rivals.

This would require 1,800 millions 
at one slap. And, instead of this 1,800 millions 
of irredecmable fiat being kept at par with 
coin, it is extremely doubtful whether it would 
be worth 124¢ cents on the dollar. 

The underlying motive that actuates the 
„Fiatist leaders and gives vitality to the whole 
movement is to abolish a currency at par with 
coin and substitute a “cheap” one, and the 
farther it is away from the par of com the bet- 
ter it will please them.

SECRETARY M’CRARY. 
His SPEECH AT KEOKUK. 

The Hon. George W. McCrary, Secretary of 
War, at Keokuk, ou Tuesday evening, was ten- 
dered a reception by his Iowa friends, upon 
Wich occasion he delivered a carefully-prepar- 
ed, honest, and manly speech on the political 
situation. After recalling “the complete and 
hearty reconciliation which now obtains between 
the North and the South,” he spoke terscly and 
emphatically on the financial issues. 

The Republican party, he said, points with 
justifiable satisfaction to its record upon ques- 
tions of currency and finance. In answer to the 
clamor of our opponents about these questions, 
we appeal to an honest and intelligent people, 
and simply ask for a comparison of our financial 
situation of to-day with that of ten vears ago. 
The record is one of which every Republican 


and every citizen should feet a just 
pride. The burden of our national cht 
has been steadily decreased. The aggregate of 
reduction, since March 4, 1869, has reached the 
sum Of $459,552, 705.16, whereby there is an an- 
nual saving of $31,205,542.50 in interest. The 
aggregate of reduction since March 4, 1866, ex- 
ceeds the enormous sum of over $672,000,000— 
about one-third of the present debt—and se- 
cures an anntial reduction of interest of more 
than $48,000,000, Our national credit has 
steadily and rapidly improved until to-day, for 
the first time in our history, we are adic to bor- 
row money at 4 per cent; and the proceds of 
converting our 6 per cent bonds into 4 per cent 
bonds for sixty days pust bave averaged over 
$600,000 per day. in spite of Democratic op- 
pusition, we haye adhered to the policy of 
simple honestv—tlie pulicy of keeping sacred- 
lv the nation’s pledges; the policy of treat- 
ing the greenback as a promise to pay,—an 
obligation, a debt, to be paid, not io another 
promise, but in dollars, as plainly expressed on 
the face of the paper; and by this policy the 
money of the people has been brought sub- 
stantially to par with gold. Toshow bow our 
national credit has been preserved and improv- 
ed, it is only necessary to state that since the 
incoming of the present Administration the 
Government has sold at par 8200, 000, 000 of 444 
per cent and over $129,000,000 of 4 per cent 
bonds, largely to our own citizens. If this is 
not enough, let me call vour attention to the 
gratifying iact that the premium on gold coin. 
which was 3444 per cent March 4, 1866. is now 
only one-half of 1 percent. Lknow weil that 
these results have not been reached without 
sume sliriukage in values, and consequent loss 
and suilering; but these were inevitable, and 
happily the worst is over. Weare back again to a 
solid basis; we are down to ‘+ hard- 
pan.” We shall shortiy resume spe- 
cie payment, thus freleasing the specie 
in the Treasury, and then, with a cir- 
culating medium amounting to over nine hun- 
dred millions of dollars “that are dollars.“ 
each and every one of which is worth pr. cisely 
100 cents, we shall resume our onward career 
of prosperity. The road to specific values has 
not been, in all respects, a pleasant one totravel. 
We have been compclied to eome down from 
very high horses; we have ceased to ride upon 
the wave of speculation and to revel in the ex- 
citewent which came with the War and remained 
for a time after 18 was over, caused by a super- 
avundance of currency of uncertain and shift- 
ing valtte,-—Au excitement which was unnatural 
and necessarily short-lived. Let us rejoice that 
we are back again to the safe foundation of 
STABLE, EQUAL, AND HONEST DOLLARS. 

Nor liave- the * hard times” through which we 
have passe to reach this end been an unmixed 
evil. We e bare learned by experience lessons of 
economy, industry, prudence, and frugality, 
which our fathers understood and practiced, but 
whicn we had forgotten, and should not have 
earned in any other way. 

NO STEP BACKWARD. 

The great question between tne Republicans 
and their opponents is this: Having reached 
this solid ivoting, having secured a currency 
equal to andinterchangeaole with coin, shall we 
abandon it. together with all hope of resuming 
specie-payimeuts, aud pluoge again intoan un- 
certain sea of inflation! Shall we have flat 
tone to be issued only by the Government, 
and in such quantities and at such times as Con- 
Cross may direct! ‘To abandon the policy which 
nas brought us 80 near to perfect financial 
health would be as absurd and suicidal as would 
be the act of a man just recovering from a long 
iiiness who should, of his own choice, seek a 
relapse. 

The principal plank in the financial platform 
of our opponents. and upon Which Democrats. 
Nationals, and Greenbackers seem to agree, is 
this: The abolition of the National Banks and 
the issue by the Government direct of so much 
evurrenes as the wants of trade or the business 
interests of the country may demand. And 
wr ne to consider brielly the objectious 
to their pian. 

1. As already suggested, the finanmal plan 
proposed OY our opponents leaves the amount 
of currency uncertain, and therefore of neces- 
sitv caves its baue uncertain, for nothing is 
surer than that the value of a currency depends 
upon tue cerialuty as to redemption, and this 
depends upon the quantity to be redeemed. The 
ali-important ting in any system of finance is 
stability. You must have an assurance that a 
dollar to-day will be exactly the same dollar to- 
morruw andi Mexe vear. 

It the volume of the currency is to be regu- 
lated by Coagressional enactment from time to 
time. how can any man predict how many green- 
Dateke the next Congress will authorize? Wuo 
can tell what quantities may be issued to put an 
„ hard tunes, or staye olf a panic, or 
otherwise satisfy a clamorous constituency. 
Such a system would necessarily destroy ail 
coafidence, aud prove in the end the worst pos- 
sible, It carried on for a long period it could 
end in nothing short of both public and private 
bankruptcy and ruin. 

2. Another obieetion to the attempt to Issue 
by act of Congress in time of peace notes of 
the Government, to be a legal-tender and circu- 
late as money, s tue grave doubt which exists 
as to its constitutionalite. 

Belore entering upen a policy of this charac- 
ter, we should be well assured that it Will stand 
the test of the Constitution, for if we should 
abolish the banks and issue a national currency 
in lieu of bank bills, only to find in the end that 
tbe pew money caunot be made a legal-tender, 
dire confasion and disaster would result. Lhe 
question is, Has Congress m ime of peace the 
power to authorize the issue of Governinent 
notes to circulate as money, and to make them 
a legal-tender ! ‘Tbe Constitution empowers 
Congress to coin money,“ Dut u is not pre- 
renaed that this includes power to print money, 
or to issue paper money at all. The power to 
iseue greenbacks and to make them alegal-ten4- 
er has been asserted as an implied Dower, 
and it has been held by a bare majority of the 
Supreme Court of the Umted States. after a 
long controversy, that the Legal-Tender act of 
1862 was Valid. But this decision rests matulx, 
u not whoily, upon the ground that bbe issue 
of legal-tender notes was necessary as & War 
measure, aud, therefore, a power implied as a 
necessary part of tue power to deciare and carry 
of war. The ürst deeistou of the Supreme 
Court was the iner war, but, witha fuil bench 
aud a reargument, the tinal resuit above state! 
was reached by a vote of five Judges to jour. 
No one can read the opinions of the majority 
without being unpresseu with the importance 
given to the tact tuat the Lecal-Tender act was 
a war measure. Thus Mr. Justice Miler sald: 
c. The power to declare war, to suppress jusur- 
rection, to raise and support armies, to provide 
and maintain a navy. to borrow monef on the 
credit of the Inited States, to bay 
the aebts of the Union, aud to provide 
for the common defense and general 
welfare, are each and all distmetly and 
suecifically granted iu seperate clauses of 
ihe Constitution. ‘Ve were in the mids: of a 
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war Whirn eslied ai these powe#rs inte exercise 
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swer army purchases and atiny bay ments. to say 
nothing of the ordinary business of the tountry. 
A general coliapse of credit, of payment, and 
of business seemed inevitable, in which faith 
in the ability of the Government would have 
been destroyed, the Rebellion would have 
triumphed, the States would have been left 
divided, and the people impoverished. The 
National Government would have perished, 
and with it the Constitution which we 
are now called upon to construe with such nice 
aud critical accuracy. That the Legal-Tender 
act prevented these disastrous results, and that 
the tender clause was necessary to prevent them, 
1 entertain no doubt.“ (8 Wall., 633.) Mr. Jus- 
tice Strong, who detivered the final opiuion of 
the majority, presented forcibly the same view, 
and, among other tirines, said: ‘Plainly, to this 
inquiry a consideration of the tine when and the 
cireumatances in which the Government then 
stood is important. it is not to be denied tuat 
acts may be adapted to the exercise of lawiul 
power and appropriate to it in seasons of ei- 
gency, which would be inappropriate at other 
times.” (12 Wall., p. 540.) And Mr. Justice 
Bradley deciares that the power in question is 
n power not to be resorted to except on ex- 
traordinary and pressing occasions, such as war 
or other public exigencies of great gravity and 
importance.”’ (12 Wall, 567.) 

It is entirely clear that the legal-tender cases 
settle nothing except that Congress had the 
power to issue legal-tender notes in the midst 
of the War and when the life of the nation was 
to be saved thereby, and eveu this was decided 
by only a bare majority of the Court. Who 
will be bold enough to say that an act of Con- 
gress, passed in time of peace, justitied by no 
exigency or emergency, making the National 
Giovernment the banker for the people, and 
providing for indefinite issue of paper currency 
to circulate as money and be a legal-tender 
would be sustained! At all events such an ex- 
periment would be exceedingly dangerous, and 
should not be adopted, even though its success 
might promise to be a blessing, much less when 
success would be a disaster scarvely less ruinous 
thau failure. 

3. To adopt this policy would be a shameful 
and disgraceful repudiation of an express 
promise made by the nation to its creditors. 
Lhe promise I refer to is embodied in the act 
of Congress of June 30, 1864, entitled An act 
10 provide ways and means for the support of 
the Governmeut.’”’ This act provided for the 
issue and sale of bonds of the United States in 
order to raise movey to carry on the War. It 
was of the utmost importance that capitalists 
should be induced to subscribe for these bonds. 
Indeed, the salvation of\the country depeuded 
upon our ability to place our bonds. It was at 
that time foreseen that Congress might be 
urged to issue large quantities of greenback 
notes, and thus impair the nation’s credit aud 
interfere with the payment of the bonds about 
to be issued. Tu reassure capitalists upon this 
subject, and to induce them to come forward 
and loan us money in that time of dire need 
and extremity, the following solemn promise 
was made by the United States, and embudied 
in the act I have referred to: 

** Nor shall the total amount of United States 
notes issued or to be issued ever etreed 800,000. 
000, and such additional sum, not exceeding 
$50,000,000, as may be temporarily required for 
the redemption of temporary loans.” (18 Stat. 
at Large, p. 219.) 

Largely by the means of this pledge we suc- 
ceeded in selling our bonds and in raising money 
to carry on the War for the suppression of the 
Rebellion. The Government may have power to 
repudiate this promise, but 1 am sure that no 
honest man can say upon bis conscience that it 
ought to be done. No vation can afford to dis- 
regard its plighted faith. Good faith in a 
nation is its very life-blood, without which its 
very existence must cease. It is essential to 
credit, and credit is essential to existence. “The 
Republican party of Lowa and of the Union will, 
lam sure, sav with one voice, Let our Govern- 
ment be true and faithful in keeping all its 
piedges in letter and in spirit.

SLY OLD SAMMY. 
A RAID ON TAMMANY OFFICIALS TO IMPROVB 
HIS OWN CHANCBS., 
Snecial to Cincinnati Commercial. 

New York, Sept. 9.—Samuel J. Tilden does 
not control the influence of the State Govern- 
ment for nothing. Thomas Branch, ot the 
anti-Tammany Democracy, of which Edward 
Cooper, Hewitt’s brother-in-law, is a leading 
member, has been collecting evidence to form a 
basis of charges against Sheriff Reilly, County- 
Cierk Gumbleton, and Register Loew. These 
charwes are to be presented to Gov. Rebinson at 
an early date. Ihe object of the movement is 
to wrest the patronage of these three big otlices 
from John Kelly and Tammany Hall, and use it 
to strengthen lilden’s hola on the next State 
Convention. It is believed that Tilden must 
control the Convention, and dust the Tammany 


delegation, or modily ite power, if 
he hopes to secure the support of 
the New York delegation at the 


next National Convention, without which sup- 
port be would have no chance of becoming the 
Democratic fraud-and-martyr candidate in 1880. 
The principal basis ol the charges will be the 
alleged exaction of fees far iu excess of those 
alluwed by law. 

Robert B. Roosevelt, a warm supporter of 
Tilden and of Edward Cooper's anti-[ammanpy 
party, said toa 7r.dune reporter: Abundant 
evidence has been obtained to support the 
charge against these officials of demanding ex- 
orbitant fees. This is no vew thine. When 
Charles G. Halpine, ‘Miles O'Reilly.“ was Ree- 
ister, m inflation days, in consultation 
with lawyers, the fees of his oflice were 
raised from 840,000 to 850,000 a vear. 
Gen. Sigel increased the revenues of the office 
to 860.000. Register Connolly, known as tue 
„Big Judge.“ sc ueezed 8000 a gear out of 
the ollice. State laws delining fees have been 
disregarded, and the present Register has out- 
stripped his predecessors, and the Sheriff and 


County Cierk bave kept pace with the Register, | 


and the abuse bas become so great that it is 
imperative to stop it.” 

Charges have been drawn up by a Committee 
of Cooper's Anti-Tammany organizatian, and 
will de sent to Gov. Robinson. Hf he removes 
the preseut officials, he may appoint their suc- 
cessors, who will serve till the next election. 
Uther politicians say that some of Tilden’s 
friends waut tbese officers remeved at once, 
and others think it adyisavle to wait till after 
tue November election, so as to give new ap- 
pointees a full year of power.

NORTHERN KU-KLUX. 
DEMOCRATS PERSECUTING NEGROES IN INDIANA. 
Indianapolis Journal, Sept. 10. 

In the /ourna/ of the Ah we gave an account 
of the bulidozing of a Morgan County farmer, 
Mr. Cyrus McKinzie, by the Democrats of his 
neighborhood, because he gave employment to 
a couple of colored men in his harvest field. 
On the night of the lfth of August, 1877, a 
party of Democrats came to his place, de- 
stroyed some of his propefty, and left a notice 
posted on bis gate, threatening destruction by 
fire to all he possessed if he did not at once 
discharge his pegro help. We have been ac- 
cused of going into the past to find argument 
avainst Democratic intolerance, and the claim 
has been set up that there is now no disposition 
on the part of the Democrats of any part of 
the country to interfere with the riguts of any 
race or class of laborers. ‘lo show how sincere 
this pretended reformation is, we give the fol- 
lowing, furnished us by a reliable correspondent 
at Martinsville. William McKinzie, a Republican 
farmer living near Waverly, the iather of Cyrus 
McKinz‘e, mentioned in the former article, has 
two colored farm laborers in his employ. About 
one week ago the following notice was left at his 
door by some of his Democratic neighbors: 

NOTICE. 

Ave, 31, 1878.— Wiliam MeKintie: You have 
had warning two or three times to put the dam nig- 
gers off of vour farm and we don't foo! about you 
any more. if you don't #hip them in one week you 
may look out for yourself. No dam niggers can 
stay among us in this precinct. We mean business 
and you will and out. We know how to doit. and 
you will hear from us if you don't mind. 

Morgan County is the home of State-Auditor 
Eb Henderson, who visits that section every 
week to advise with his brethren touching po- 
litical matters and the management of the can- 
vass. While he may not have advised the 
brethren to proceed to such extremes to drive 
out the negro Republicans, he cannot be in ig- 
norance of the existence of the spirit which 
prompts such action. Yet while there he bas 
the impudence to boast of the inroads he and 
bis partv are making op the necro Republican 
ranks iu this city. ‘ihe colored voters who have 
manifested a disvasition to follow after the lead 
of Mr. Henderson and his class may ste from 
the foregoing the sort of company into which 
they are being enticed.

A New Method by which Distillers May Be 
Made Honest—Whiskey to Be Weighed In- 
stead of Measured—A Fraud on the Navi- 
gation Laws. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasninaton, D. C., Sept. 11.—Collector 

Harvey, of Chicago, is here en route for New 

York, where his family will arrive from Europe 

ob Saturday. Collector harvey has considerable 

routine business with the Internal Revenue 

Burean, and has spent the day in different 

divisions of that office. The case involved smail 

minor office detatis. He says that the Chicago 


distillers are greatly pleased that the 
efforts of Commissioner Raum to discover 
the irregularities at Pek®. and Cincinvati 


have resulted in increasing the price of whisky 
at these. two places from two to three 
cents per gallon. The Chieago distillers are 
confident that this is the result of their protests. 
Collector Harvey is also of opinion that the new 
system of sending Gaugers to all districts of the 
country in a supervisory capacity will be bene- 
ficial in the establishment of a uniform gauge. 
Chicago Gaugers, however, did not need any 
eorrection, but appear to be better informed 
than the supervising Gaugers who have been 
sent there. Collector Harvey will recommend 


to Commissioner Raum a change in the system 
of gauging. He proposes to abolish the present 
system of guaging, on account of its great un- 
certainty. A little nervousuess in one floger in 
the act of gauging would cause a movement in 


the gauge that would make | differ- 
ence of one gallon in a bärrel. It 
is almost impossible for different Gaugers 


to gauge uniformiy. Harvey proposes to sub- 
stitute a system of weighing for that of gaug- 
ing, which, with the measure of proof, would 
determine the quantity of spirits, and render 
many of the frauds which are now possible en- 
tirely impracticable. Under the weighing sys- 
tem, the computation of volume, and various 
alluwances, tricks on the size of the barrel, and 
the like, would be abolisbhed., and the tax would 
be collected upon the exact weigh. Collector 
Harvey, when he returns, will request Chicago 
distiliers to prepare a statement of the cost of 
making whisky in Chicago. This will be for the 
purpose of comparison with a similar statement 
which has already been forwarded here from 
Peoria distillers. The latter claim that they 
can make whisky for eleven cents a gallon, not 
inciuding the slop, or thirteen cents, counting 
two cents for slop, which they gan readily ob- 
tain. i 

A necnliar case of fraud on the navigation 
laws has been submitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury for determination, A tut boat was 
seized at Albany upon a claim that it was a 
British vessel, and consequently liable to forfeit- 
ure. It appears that this tag was formerly on 
the lakes, and that the then owners practiced 
fraud upon the navigation laws botkaof the 
Domimion and the United States. The tug is 
an American vessel, but for the convenience of 
her owners a mock sale was made to one of the 
clerks, who was a Britisn sunject, and who ob- 
tained a British register. The vessel has now 
passed into the hands of an innocent third party, 
and the claim is made against ber for forfeiture 
on account of the British register. The Treas- 
ury authoritées are required to decide which of 
her registers is genuine, and wuetner the fraud- 
ulent sale would vitiale the British register. 

There is a very animated contest for the 
piace of Rank Examiner of Indiana. The sup- 
posed favorite candidate of the Comptroller of 
Currency is Kennedy, a former bank official in 
Indiana. He has had much experience in bank 
lug. and his appointment is suggested on civil- 
service grounds. The politicians, however, all 
have their candidates,—among them le 
Halford, Buck Terrell, Charles Wilker, and 
sume forty others. Judge Bundy, former Bank 
Examiner, who has sought a lucrative Federal 
office, has recently been suggested for the 
place, and it is reported that the President has 
asked Bundy why he did not apply for Bank 
Examiner. The indications to-night are that 
Judge Bundy will do so, in which event his 
appointmen} is very possible.

The offerings of paper. al- 
though not enough to make the money market 
tight, are sufficient to give bank funds good em- 
ployment for the season. The rates of discount 
are 6@10 per cent, with special rates in special 
cases, 

The clearings were $3, 500, 000. 

NATIONAL-BANE CIRCULATION. 

The figures furnished by the Comptroller of the 
Carrency, and recently published by Taz TRiIsune, 
show that the National-Bank circulation. which 
forms so precious a monopoly according to Senator 
Thurman, ie decreasing. Since the passage of the 
Resumption act the decrease has been $29, 845, 208. 
It is noteworthy that, as appezw from the foliow- 
ing statement, for which we are indebted to Comp- 
troller Knox, the only part of the country where 
there has been any increase in the National-Bank 
currency is New Engiand. Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts. and Connecticut 
have all added to their National-Benk circulation 
since June 20,1874. Rhode Island is the only New 
Eugland State whose circulation has decreased. l“ 
secms from these facts that whatever need may ex- 
ist in that sect.on for more paper money ie being 
naturally and easily supplied by the operation of 
the Free- Banking law:

THE SAN FRANCISCO MINING-STOCK MARKET. 
The quotation of 140 for Sierra Nevada mining 

stock in yesterday morning’s dispatches shows 
that the bulge on mining stocks has not been 


as brief as was expected. The San Francisco Bu- 


letin reports that nothing like it has been seen 
since the bonanza furore of January, 1875, but 
refuses to commit itself on the merits of the stocks 
that have gone up so rapidly. The market is con- 
tinually fed with appetizing dispatches from the 


mine like one received a week ago, declaring that 


the whole new ofé body will average $500 a ton. 
Tais is several times richer than the bonanza of 
Flood & O’Brien. 

A reporter of the Virginia En/erprise has written 


up the present appearance of the Sierra Nevada 
Mine, which he visited in company wita several 
mining men. He saves: 

The point of interest at the present time is the 
little cross-cut that has been run into the ore body 
at the bottom of the ineline extending down {rom 
the 1. 700 level. The cross-cut runs through a 
mixture of ore of a low grade, a sort of conglom- 
erate about three feet in thickness, which forms 
the outer shell or eastern face of the ore body, and 
then cuts directly into excellent ore.

$610. The ore is as rich as could desired. All 
that is now wanted is width. . 


The cross-cut is eighteen feet long, counting six 
feet of open cut, and, as statcd above, discloses 
first-class ore for only nine feet. In view of the 
fact thatthe width of the deposit is entirely un- 
known, persons remote from the excitement that 
prevails on the spot will have difficulty in seeing 
the tangible basis for the valuation of $14, 000, 000 
given to the mine in the stock market on Tuesday.

lighter colored varieties of red wheat: quality and 
condition to be equal to the present standard of 
Nos. 1 and 2 red winter wheat.” 

The advent of cold weather at nicht, if not 
during the day, has given quite a stimulus to the 
corn trade. The situation m corn is very differ 
ent from what it is understood by many people to 
be. Reports from the West etate that ali over 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, and Northern lowa, with 
that part of Illinois which is north of the latitude 
of Chicago, the corn 1s out of danger by frost, and 
no email part of it is already cut. In the more 
southerly country—that is, in the nortbern part of 
what is usually regarded as the great corn belt 
there is yet room for very much damage by frost. 
The reason is, that the more northerly corn is of a 
smaller variety, and matures earlier than the corn 
growing further south; besides which, the weather 
conditions of this year were favorable to early 
planting and early growth in the sections above 
specified, 

The leading produce markets were rather active 
yesterday, and mostiy stronger. Grain was firmer, 
because of smalier receipts, in addition to the fact 
that corn was threatened with damage from frost, 
and other grain tended upward in sympathy. Pro- 
visions were only in moderatedemand, but hold- 
ers werg not willing to sell, except at a further ad- 
vance.

pearing. He was accompanied by Charies H.

Post-Office Department, whose faith in the re- 
cebt exile apbears to be unbounded. 

Miller was first put onthe stand. He gave 
the history of his connection as Cashier with 

the Money-Order Office, and explained how the 
— was run, likening it to a sort of a Clear- 
ne- House in respect to the way large mouey- 
orders were deposited by merchants in, and 
paid through, the banks. Tue orders were pre- 
seoted in a Jump every day, and, until they 
could be looked up, due-bills were given to the 
banks. This system went on from some time in 
Ig until he left the oflice, on account 
of a shortage. Witness’ accounts seemed to 
dalance all right until, on figuring up the sheets 
that went to Washington, an error of some 
3900 was discovered. It was only an error, 
sothing more. Before witness left the office, 
ome of the moneys were used by, others,

HUBER AND WHITE. 

J. P. White and B. F. Huber, the two men who 
were arrested a few days ago, and are still held for 
the alleged swindling of the Rev. J. C. R. Layvwon, 
are, according to the allegations of their prose- 
cujore, sharpers of the worst description in 
the land business. Mr. Morton Culver, the 
atturney for the prosecution, said yesterday to a 
reporter who applied for information as to the al- 
leged swindie, that Huber was a real-estate and 
land dealer, and White a Baptist preacher by pro- 
fession. The Rev. J. C. R. Layton, the man who 
was victimized, Ives in Evanston, where he owned 
a house and lot which were incumbered by a 
$1,000 mortgage. This property he was desirous 
of exchanging. He ran across White and Huber 
in some way at present unexplained, and they 
happened to have a section, 640 acres, of land in 
Cherokee County, Iowa. This land they offered 
to trade for Mr. Layton's house and lot 
at Evanston. The bareain was struck, 
and Huber and White signed the agreement 
as agents for one John Schmidt. Huber fur- 
nished an abstract of title to the property in lowa, 
and Mr. Layton went to Lowa to see what he could 
see. lle saw the land, was pleased with it, found 
the abstract correct, and returned impressed with 
the idea that he had the better of the bargain. He 
took the precaution to see the Notary who had 
witnessed the deed,—a mau named Newth,—and 
he was gute that the name John Schmidt was 
written by the veritable John Schmidt who owned 
tae property. Huber and White also affirmed 
that the deed was all right, and the trade 
was consummated. Then Huber and White 
thought that they would rather have $1,000 in 
addition and y the mortgage upon Layton's 
place than to let Mr. Layton vay it. It made no 
difference to Mr. Layton, and he gave them $1, 000. 
This was the money that Huber claimed to have 
been robbed of at a saloon in Calhoun place, which 
robbery is regarded as very doubtful. Shortly 
after Mr. Layton had come into supposed posses- 
sion of his Cherokee County land he received a 
letter from the Recorder of that county saying 
that he, the Recorder, had had a letter from Mr. John 
Schmidt, of Davenport, who said that he had 
heard that Chicago sharks were offering his lands 
at a very low tigure. He nad never sold his 
Cherokee County possessions, and was still the 
owner. This information led Mr. Layton to ar- 
rest the couple, Huber and White, the one for 
forgery and the other for obtaining money under 
false pretenses. Their trial occurs Saturday, be- 
fore Justice Summerfield.

SUPPLYING STEAM, 

THERE HAVE BEEN A GREAT MANY INQUIRIES 
as to the meaning of the ordinance pssed by the 
Council Monday night. granting permission to lay 
steam-pipes in the streets, and a reporter was de- 
tailed yesterday to find out what there was in 
it. 

The ordinance is as fottows: 

SECTION 1. That permission and authority be. and 
the same are 5 gtanted to the Chicago Steam 
Company, of the City of yy for the purpose of 
suppiying steam and power, to iay their mains, pipes, 
feeders, and service-pipesin any and all of the alievs, 
streets. avenues, highway pantie parks, and squares 
throughout said city: Provk ed, That said mains, pipes, 
and feeders shall be laid in the alleys of said city in 
preference to the streets, avenues, and highways 
thereof, wherever it is practicable so to do: provided, 
also. hat said Com pony shall first obtain a permit from 
the Superintendent of Pubiic Works, or other proper 
officer, before layiag down their mains in any such 
alley, street, avenue, higitiway, public park or square, 
and that said Com any hall conform to all reasonable 
ruies and regulations made by said city concerning the 
use Or tearing up of amy such alley, street, svenue, 
highway. public park oF -square. it ts pro- 
viced that when Company shall open the 
ground to lay any pipe, or for any other purpose what- 
ever, they shall restore the streets, alleys, pavement 
and sidewalks to thelr former condition, within suc 
time as the Superintendent of Public Works shall 
direct, and no more of any alley or street shall be 
ovened or incumbered at any one time or in any piace, 
nor shall any alley or street be suffered to remain open 
or incumbered for a longer period than shall be specified 
by the Vepartment of Public Works in which to do the 
work: and said Company shall be liable for all damages 
which may result fromor by reason of opening or la- 
cumbering any alley, street,:or sidewai or public 
park or square, in said City of Chicago. 

sec. 2. ‘his ordinance shall take effect from and 
after ite passage. and after said Company shall have 
filed a bond in the sum of $100,000, to be 45 ro ved by 
the Mayor of said City of Chicago, cond tloned for 
the proper fulfillment of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 


Although the Acting Mayor has not yet approved 
of the ordinance, he will doubtless do so upon re- 
ceiving assurances that the Company is acting in 
good faith. 

The company is organized under the laws of 
Illinois, the incorporaters being Eugene Ellery, 
Receiver of the Chicago & Paducah Railroad; M. 
Campoell, the attorney of the road; and Charles 
H. Wood, agent of the Blue Line. The capital, 1 
$300,000. Nothi beyond incorporation, how- 
ever, has yet been done. the gentlemen not know- 
ing that the Council would treat them 
kindly. The system which they propose 
using here is in successful operation in Lockport. 
N. V., and they had purchased the right for Chi- 
cago from the inventor, Mr. Holiy, subject to the 
action ofthe Aldermen. Having secured the fran- 
chise, they will now close with Mr. Holiy, and ex- 
pect to organize the Company and get to work this 
fall. This is what Mr. W says. But he admits 
that he is not as familiar with the matter as Mr. 
Ellery. The latter is now Kast, and wiil not be 
home for a week or ten days. Many consider tne 
scheme practicabie, but others are inclined to ques- 
tion its working; and some of the Aldermen 
who voted for the measure were yesterday ask- 
ing themselves whether it would meet with the ap- 
proval of their constituents, Fsom the meagre 
information at present attainable, it appears that 
thé Company intend confining their efforts to the 
business portion of the South Side at the begin- 
ning, but will gradually extend the system of 
pipes if the undertaking proves to be profitable. 


CORRESPONDENCE, 
ABOUT SILVER PAYMENTS. 
40 the Editor of The Tribune 

Cuicaeo, Sem. 11.—The editorial on the distri- 
bution of the new silver dollar in to-day's Tris- 
UNE is correct in nearly every one of its many 
statements relating to Sub-Treasury businees. Per- 
mit me, however, to rectify one blunder. Tun 
TRIBUNE says that an average of one-third of the 
customs receipts here is now in silver. Yesterday 
the total receipts were 54. 879,66, of which 8738 
was io standard silver. The total receipts of this 
month from the Chicago Custom-House, not in- 
cluding to-day, have been $57,678.91; silver. 
$4,318. The receipts of silver for duties here are 
about one-third the dirbursements of silver 
over our counter. That is where the one- 
third comes in. The silver thus received comes 
from the banks as they receive it from 
their depositors. Rot a single bank bas broken 
faith with the Government. nor hardly an individu- 
ai, by getting silver under faise pretenses and 
using it improperly. Tue system of giving ont 
standard silver ia exchange for currency, with the 
understanding that it will not be usea for coin pur- 
poses, is nearlyover. A great deal has been given 
out,, and to anybody asxing for it, the teller in 
charge states the implied conditions of the ex- 
change. The honor of the Chicago public is at- 
tested by the rarity of any bad faith in these cases. 
Not one subscriber to bonds bas attempted any 
trick upon this office, and not more than three im- 
porters. Judging from the silver experience of 
this office, one would say that trickery is getting 
obsolete. It is especially gratifying that not one 
of the thousunds of laboring people who have sub- 
scribed for 4-per-cent bonds at this office has re- 
sorted to any underhanded device to get silver dol- 
lars from the Suod-'lreafury, to use in payment 
therefor. * 

THE TRIBUNE says that it ie not expected that 
the new order will make any change in the demand 
for standard dollars. Perhaps it will not increase 
the actual disbursement, but it certainly must 
create a demand for the coin. It will be procured 
at one window of the Sub-Treasury for bond sub- 
scriptions, and paid in at another, constructively. 
Of course it will not be necessary to handie the 
actual coin in any such ease. That paid out to im- 
porters will cross the hall to the Custom House, 
and be returned the same day by the Cojiector 
The old system of customs payments, explained 
in THe TRIBUNE to-day, will fall into entire disuse. 

i will only add that, judging from this office, the 
policy of silver distribation adoptea Sept. 7 will 
increase the distribatien of standard silver very 
materially.

PLANK SIDEWALKS. 
To the Editor of The Tribuna 
CHicaeo, Sept. 11.—Revisiting Chicago after the 
lapse of eight years I am truly astonished at its 
growth and development, which would have been 
surprising enoagh even without the catastrophe 
that overtook the city some seven years ago. It is 
gratifying, too, to see the certain evidences of the 
growth of that intellectual spirit without which 
there can be no real or lasting municipal greatness, 
or any bope of a vigorous and elevating social life. 
But, amid many great things to be praised, there 
are innumerable small things to condemn, and not 
the leust among them the surprising adherence of 
the people and their rulers to the ugly, dangerous. 
und unhealthy plank sidewalks, it cannot ve that 
the city is too poor to replace them dy footwaiks 
at once sightly, secure, and conducive to health- 
fulness, for their cost in a narrow cycle of years 
must be as great as a better material. and prob- 
ably much greater, owing to their perishable 
nature and constant need of repairs. It is little to 
the purpose that the hames of the denizens of a 
City are such as befit a civilized and cultured peo- 
pie. if the streets of the city, the arteries of social 
le, are such as conduce to the destruction of 
urban pride and a seifish disregard of all else but 
inne tate individual comfort and safety.

CANADA. 


Political—The Geriken Insolvency—Suit of a 
Railway Against an Insurance Company 
~Taxution of Chinese—The Business-Out- 
look in the Domin 

Special to The Tribune. 

MONTREAL, Sept. 11.—Politics seem to have 
taken possession of the public, and little else is 
talked of. Both parties seem very confident of 
the result being id their fevor. As a proof of 
the intensity of the struggle, every constituency 
in Ontario is to be contested. In the provinces 
of Quebec and New Brunswick, six members 
were elected by acclamation, four of whom were 
claimed by the Government. 

Alfred Perry, Inspector of the Royal Canadian 
Insurance Company, laid information to-day 
against W. Ogilvie and Aid. Kennedy, charging 
them with an assault at an election meeting at 
which Sir John Macdonald was the principal 
speaker. 

Felix Murphy was arrested to-day, charged 
with robbing the Grank Trunk of $3,000 worth 
of goods sent to them for shipment. On being 
taken to the station a large seven-shooter was 
found on his person. A large portion of the 
stolen goods were found in bis house.

MonTREAL, Sept. 11.—E. H. Goff has deen 
fully committed bythe Police Magistrate to 
stand his trial before the Court of Queen’s 
Beach, on the charge of embezzling $600 from 
the Canada Agricultural Insurance Company. 
He was admitted to bail. 

Justice McKav gave judgment with regard to 
the application of a number of the creditors of 
Mr. Fred Geriken, of the St. Hawrence Hall, 
who had petitioned the Court that the hotel 
should be kept running, notwithstanding the 
writ of attachment issued at the instance of the 
Jacques Cartier Bank. His Honor contended 
that he had no power to stop the proceedings in 
insolvency, the writ having deen regularly is- 
sued. However, Mr. Geriken has filed a con- 
testation to this writ, and meanwhile the hotel 
will be kept running, as it is thought this con- 
testation will not be of until the end 
of the month. 

The Grand Trunk Railway Company has 
brought action to recover the sum of $20,077 
from the Citizens’ Insurance Company, which 
amount was stolen from the Grand Trunk 
officers some time ago.

Of timber it cannot be said that activity is present, 
or even in near ct. Old-Worid markets are 
stili full and dul, and prices low. Much of the 
stock in Quebeo-will have to ove held over anotner 
season. This isa dict in the picture, for it means 
a dearth of employment to a large class of our 
people, and a heavy lock-up of capital for the 
banks. Lumber, while it does not maintain the 
activity whiché¢did in the spring, is suffening a 
little in the Bastern markets. usiness in that 
branch has fallen off in the States; and, while 
inactive there, it cannot be, in any large sense, 
vigorous here, A fair demand is looked for in the 
fall, as advieea from Boston and Albany indicate. 
The export ef eattle to Great Briiain has become 
an important interest, and its success has given 
a spur to gramlug end to breeding in the Eastern 
Townships of Quebec and Central Ontario. 
In dairv-predacts there isa large and gratifying

CUSTOMS. 


The Investigation in New York—Reforms 
Suggested. 

New York, Sevt. 11.—The Congressional 
Committee for the Custom- House investigation, 
of which Fernando Wood is Chairman, resumed 
their session to-day in the naval office. Sher- 
burne B. Eaton, counsel for the Chamber of 
Commerce, submitted the following points for 
the consideration of the Committee: 


First—The abolition of triplicate invoices and 
Consular certificates. 

Second—Goods procured otherwise than by pur- 
chase should be invoiced at the actual market value 
at the period of exportation. 

Third—Duties on exported goods should always 
be assessed on market value. 

Fourth—Oaths to entries to be made before No- 
taries and Commissioners. 

Fisth—The Government to retain, at its discre- 
tion, the whole or any portion of the invoice for 
not more than ten days, 

Stirn- The reduction of penal bonds from double 
the value of the goods to once the value of the

Seventh—Leat reappraised goods be bonded. 

Eighth—Equalization of appraisements at differ- 
ent ports. 

Ninth—No duty shail be charged on goods stolen 
or otherwise lost while in a bonded warehouse. 

Tenth—The law for discharging export bonds 
should be simplified. 

EHieventh—The total abolition of the damage al- 
lowance.

Thirteenth—The completion of the liquidation of 
entry within thirty days. 

Fourteenth—The abolition of petty fees, includ- 
ing fees for pertuits and entries. 

ifteenh—Let there be an additional United 
States Judge in New York forthe trying of cus- 
toms cases exclusively. 

Siateenth—The Government should pay the in- 
terest and costs on judgments the same as other 
defendants. 

Seventeenth—One of the bonds now required 
where goods are entered for inland transportation 
should ne abolished. 

Eighteenth—A change from ad valorgp to specific 
duties. 

Nineteenth—Abolition of Naval Office. 

Mr. Eaton, in his address, said that the views 
of the Boston Board of Trade were embraced 
in the above suggestions. 

Heurv D. Hyde, counsel for the Boston Board 
of Trade, made an argument empbasizing the 
punts. 

Jackson 8. Schultz asked the Committee to 
consider well before recommending any punal- 
ties on merchauts who do not furnish statistics 
of outgoing cargoes. Recollect, said he, that 
Jayne still lives, and I saw bim in this building 
within sixty days, and I tell you that Jayne and 
such men would be glad to see you revive the 
penalties.
